SANTIAGO WAS STRONG. 


SHAFTER SAYS HIS CONCEPTION 
WAS NOT PROPER. 


Got a Great Deal More Than He Had 
Any Idea of Getting—Officers 
Mad to “Tote” Grub Like Pri- 
vates—Fruits of the Surrender, 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. } 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 1.—The Secre- 
tary of War has received the following 
letter from Gen. Shafter, transmittirg 
the commissioners’ report of the sur- 
render of Spanish territory at San- 
tiago: 

“CAMP BEFORE SANTIAGO DE 
CUBA, July 18, 1898, , 

rR. take the liberty of sending you, 
this morning, a copy of the agreement 
between the commissioners on my part 
and the commissioners on the part of 
the government of Spain for the sur- 
render of Eastern Cuba. The schedule 
just submitted shows there are a little 
over twenty-two thousand men and. 
ollicers, about six thousand more men 
than | have had myself, and I am very 
glad to say that we haye got all these 
men with very little loss of life com- 
pared to what it would have been had 
we had occasion to have fought them. 
The city of Santiago is simply a net- 
work of fortifications at every street 
corne?”, 

“Il had no proper conception of its 
Strength until I went into it, although 
I knew those old stone towns were’ 
naturally strong. Everything is going 
admirably, far as the transfer is 
concerned, and the Spanish troops are 
behaving well, as they are perfectly 
senetes with the thoughts of getting 

ome, 

“lL send to you personally a telegram 
of Gen. Linares to his government 
Which one of the eonsuls gave me. It 
shows the straits to which they were 
put and the feelings that animated 
them. Te stated the case exactly. I 
did have him so completely surrounded 
that it was impossible for him to get 
away, and | could wait and he could 
not. 

“I send out tomorrow morning to re- 
ceive something over two thousand 
nen up in the interior, a short dis- 
tance, about thirty miles, and in two or 
three days will send to Guantanamo to 


receive the 7000 that have surrrendered 
there They should be shipped from 
Guantanamo Bay direct to Spain. 
There are also 


about eight hundred 
men each from Baracoa and Sague de 
Tanamo on the north coast, who will 
come into the port there for shipment. 
I will send an officer around with a 
Spanish officer to take their arms and 
military supplies, 

“We have gotten a great deal more 
than I had any idea of getting in the 
way of munitions of war, In everything 
but food they were well supplied. Have 
got a few beautiful modern high-power 
guns—about a dozen. My only fear is 
that we shail have sickness, and it is 
for that reasen that I have wired you 
so earnestiy about getting these prison- 
ers away. so that we can go up in 
the mountains with my command, fif- 
teen or twenty miles, at the end of the 


railrond at San Luis, which is said to 
be very healthful. It is any rate about 
fifteen hundred feet above the sea 
level, and has communication by rail 
with Santiago. So far there is no 
fever in Santiago. I suppose because 
there is no one there except immunes. 
Three cases only so far this year, 
and the English Consul tells me there 
was very little last year. 

“Of those here who served through- 
out the civil war, all declare they 
never had anything that could com- 
pare with it for hardships. With only 
one set of clothes, officers have been 
until now rained on néarly every day, 
carrying three days’ fations, the men, 
on their persons, and suffering every 
privation that any man can; added 
to all these privations, in addition, all 
the horrors of disease in an unknown 
land, and very limited accommoda- 
tions should they be wounded. The 
spirit shown by them and by the whole 
army was simply grand. 

“I can recall no instance where’a 
greater surrender has been made than 
this. The final surrender of Gen. Toral 
and -his generals to myself and my 
generals, was highly dramatic, as was 
the hoisting of the flag over the city 
of Santiago, one of the oldest cities 
on this continent. 

“I want to thank you and the Pres- 
ident for the words of cheer that have 
come to us, and say that none of us 
have ever doubted that every possible 
effort to make our lives as secure, and 
our situation as comfortable as pos- 
sible would be done.” 


BRECKER BREAKS SILENCE. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

CINCINNATI, Aug. 1.—Rev. Henry 
J. Brecker, general traveling agent in 
the fleld of the Ohio Young Men's 
Christian Association, has just re- 
turned from a tour of the military 
camps throughout the South. He says: 

“I have visited 90,000 of the Amer- 
ican soldiers in the camps and also 
been among the sailors and marines. 
I have also had numerous interviews 
with leading Cuban patriots, soldiers 
and statesmen. They are types of the 
intelligent Cubans, who desire inde- 
pendence from the yoke of Spanish 
oppression. The statements that the 
Cubans are incapable of self-govern- 
ment is false, and should be set aside 
as one of the numerous attempts of 
the enemies of our government to sub- 
vert the cause of freedom and thereby 
gain selfish ends for greed and glory. 
The Cubans are an industrious, peace- 
ful and sober people, who want a gov- 
ernment like our own.” 

Rev. Mr. Brecker has traveled ex- 
tensively throughout Cuba, and has 
for many years been a very close ob- 
server.

SORELY TRIED. 


Linares Tells, His Tale of Woe 


to His Superiors. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 

GUANTANAMO (Province of San- 
tiago de Cuba,) July. 2%.—[Correspond- 
ence of the Associated Press.] An of- 
ficial report of Gen. Linares to the Ma- 
drid government transmitted on July 
18, is full of pathos, as it tells of Span- 
iards thousands of miles from home, 
striving to defend property which the 
owners have deserted. The report sent 
by cable on July 13 was addressed to 
the Minister of War. It was translated 
for the Associated Press by Commo- 
dore Schley. The text in. full is as 
follows: 

“Official cablegram, July 12, 1898. To 
the Minister of War, from the gen- 
eral-in-chief of the division of Santiago 
de Cuba: 

“Although confined to my bed by 
great weakness and in much pain, the 
Situation of the long-suffering troops 
here occupies my mind to such an ex- 


j tent that I deem it my duty to address 


Your Excellency that the state of af- 
fairs may be explained. Enemy’s lines 
are very near the town and on account 
of nature of the ground our lines are 
in full view of them. Troops are 
weak; the sick, in considerable propor- 
tion, are sent to hospitals owing to the 
necessity for keeping them in the en- 
trenchments. Horses and mules are 
without the usual allowance of forage. 
In the midst of the wet season, with 
twenty-four hours daily fall of rain 
in the trenches, which are simply 
ditches dug in the ground without any 
permanent shelter for the men. The 
men have nothing but rice to eat and 
no means of changing or drying their 
clothing. Considerable losses, field of- 
ficers and company officers killed, 
wounded, sick, and troops deprived of 
necessary orders in critical moments. 
Under these circumstances, it is im- 
possible to fight our way out, because 


in attempting to do so our forces would 


be lacking one-third of the men 
who could not leave, and we would 
be weakened besides by casualties 
caused by the enemy, resulting finally 
in a veritable disaster without saving 
or diminishing battalions. In order 
to get out, protected by the Holguin 
division, it will be necessary for them 
to come and break the enemy’s lines 
in one place so that my forces may 
break in another and act in conjunction. 
The complete exodus of the inhabi- 
tants, insular as well as peninsular, 
includes the occupants of the public 
offices, with few exceptions. There 
only remains the clergy and = today 
Started to leave the town with the 
archbishops at their head. The de- 
fenders here cannot now begin a cam- 
paign full of enthusiasm and energy. 
They came here three years ago, strug- 
gling against the climate, privations 
and fatigues, and now they are placed 
in these sad circumstances where they 
have no food, no physical force and no 
means of recuperation. They are de- 
fending the property of those that have 
abandoned it, and of those that are 
now being fed by the American forces. 
The honor of arms has its limits and I 
appeal to the opinion of the whole na- 
tion as to whether these long suffering 
troops have not kept it safely many 
times since May 18, when they were 
subjected to the first cannonade. If 
it is necessary that the sacrifice be en- 
dured for reasons of which I am ig- 
norant. or that some one else shall as- 
sume the responsibility of the unfor- 
tunate termination which I have antici- 
pated and mentioned in a number of 
telegrams, I faithfully offer myself on 
the altar of my country for the one, 
and for the other I will retain the com- 
mand for the purpose of signnig the 
surrender, for my modest reputation is 
of little value as compared with the 


country's interests. 
(Signed.) “LINARES.” 


EXTRA SESSION. 


Important Matters Which Only 


Congress Can Settle. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 1.—The Post 
tomorrow will say: 

“President McKinley will call an ex- 
tra session of both houses of Congress 
as soon as Spain accepts the terms of 
peace offered by the United States. It 
has always been understood that the 
Senate will be convened as soon as the 
treaty of peace was ready to be acted 
upon by that body. The attention of 


to a situation which makes the assem- 
bling of the entire Congress necessary. 
This situation can be explained in a 
few words. 

“Under the law which provides for 
the raising of the volunteer army, that 
army goes out of existence as soon as 
the war ceases. When this law was 
framed it was not for a moment sup- 
posed that after the war had ended 
there would be any necessity of keep- 
ing the army intact. The develop- 
mentsof the war make it very evident 
that, instead of sending the army back 
to civil life, fully 100,000 men will con- 
tinue to be needed. It is the present 
intention to distribute no less than 50,- 
000 soldiers throughout Cuba, with 
30,000 in the Philippines and probably 
20,000 in Porto Rico. Under the law, as 
soon as hostilities cease, the volunteer 
army is to disband and the regulars 
go back to its peace footing, thus leav- 
ing only 27,000 men in the service. 

“This is a total far too small for the 
work that will be required, conse- 
quently, the aid of Congress will be 
needed to frame new laws which will 
keep an adequate army for garrison 
purposes. In addition to this, laws 
must be passed to meet the new re- 
quirements of government in the 
Philippines and Porto Rico. 

“The President is naturally averse to 
ealling Congress together during the 
hot weather, and it may be decided 
that the war is not ended until the 
Senate has ratified the treaty of peace. 
In this case, Congress will not meet 
until the first or middle of September, 
as it will take at least a month or six 
weeks for the full details of the treaty 
to be discussed and framed. The pres- 
ent outlook is, however, for an extra 
session at a much earlier period, in 
the hope that its work may be con- 
cluded fore the fall campaign has 
reached its height.”

She Thinks the Treaty of Peace Will 

Allow Her to Keep the Philip- 
pina—Gen. Anderson at a Cavite 
Soiree. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 
LONDON, Aug. 1.—[Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] A dispatch to the Daily News 
says the officials of the Spanish War 
Office have been working day and night 
for a week past preparing an expedition 
to the Philippines, which islands, it is 
universally thought, Spain will be al- 
lowed to retain. 
The minute a treaty of peace is 
signed an expedition of 40,000 men will 
be dispatched to chastise Aguinaldo. 
However incredible this may seem, such 
action is deliberately contemplated. 
CAVITE, July 28, via Hongkong, Aug- 
ust 1.[Exclusive Dispatch.] Saturday 
night Gen. Anderson and his staff at- 
tended a musical soiree given by lead- 
ing Filipinos at Cavite, Gens. Ripo de 
Dios and Mercado were present at a 
dinner before the concert. Sefior Fe- 
lipe Buencamino made a long speech 
complimentary to the American peo- 
ple, praisimg Dewey and Anderson and 
their respective commands in rich 
honorifics. He hoped that cordial 
friendship would be maintained  be- 
tween the Filipinos and America. 
There was, he said, an irrevocable bond 
of sympathy between the two people. 
Gen. Anderson, in acknowledging the 
speech, said that as the American peo- 
ple had won their own freedom, so 
they wished all others to be free. The 
principle of American government is 
that all should have the right to life, 
liberty and happiness. Acting on this 
they have become prosperous and 
happy, and would like to see the Fili- 
pinos following their example with the 
same success. 
“We fight for measures, not men,” 
he said. ‘‘We know you have been op- 
pressed. We come to fight your op- 
pressors, and we have a common cause 
now let us hope for continued friend- 
ship.”’ 
Sergeant William J. Evans of Co. C, 
in a Nebraska regiment, a native of 
Beatrice, Neb., died July 24, and was 
buried today with military honors at 
Cavite. He suffered from erysipelas 
on the sea, and landed with a gan- 
grenous sore on his leg. An attempt 


‘was made to save his life by amputa- 


tion.

CAMBON AGAIN. 

[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 

NEW YORK, Aug. 2.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] A Tribune special from 
Paris says exaggerated reports prevail 
there with regard to the functions of 
Cambon in conducting,.the negotiations 
for peace. Cable dispatches from Wash- 
ington and New York published in 
Paris newspapers describe the French 
Ambassador as being little less than 
a mediator between the United States 
and Spain. As such unusual powers 
would far exceed anything hitherto 
sanctioned by the French government, 
considerable surprise has been ex- 
pressed. 
The correspondent says: “I am of- 
ficially authorized to state that in his 
official capacity, M. Cambon is merely 
the channel of the communications, or 
he serves as a speaking-tube (porte 
voix,) between Washington and Madrid.

The ministers found in the 
reply of the United States some un- 
expected demands, among these being 
that Spain assume the municipal debts 
of Cuba and Porto Rico; that Spain 
pay indemnities to American citizens 
for damages suffered at the hands of 
Spanish forces and authorities in Cuba, 
To the main issues no serious or pro- 
longed objection probably will be 
made. 

For reasons of home politics the 
Spanish government may make some 
show of protest and attempt to start 
a dilatory exchange of diplomatic cor- 
respondence, but it will be for effect 
on the Spaniards. 

After tonight’s meeting all members 
of the Cabinet seemed preoccupied 
and did not say anything, although 
Duke A]modovar del Rio remarked: 
“The circumstances are too critical to 
permit any insight into the negotia- 
tions.” Nevertheless it is asserted in 
political circles that America expects 
an answer Wednesday, and that it 
certainly will be forwarded to Wash- 
ington soon in order to avoid further 
useless sacrifices of men and money. 

The members of the Cabinet are 
not upanimous on all points, though 
the majority, including Sagasta, Gam- 
azo and Almodovar, is favorable to 
peace. Really the Cabinet’s only desire 
is to come out tolerably well in the 
settlement of the Philippine Question 
and atempt to do something for the Cu- 
ban debt with the assistance of French 
diplomacy. Some newspapers echoing 
the hope prevalent in official and finan- 
vial quarters, venture the opinion that 
America, may yet be induced to do 
something toward providing for +he 
Cuban debt and avill not be too exact+ 
ing in the Philippines.

Camp Merritt will still be in ex- 
‘stence at the old race track site until 
the Seventh Regiment and recruits 
have abandoned it for the transports. 
Brig.-Gen. Miller will move his head- 
quarters to the Presidio next Saturday 
and will then be in command of the 
three camps. 

There were 271 cases in the division 
field hospital today, and fifty-six at 
the Presidio Hospital, but few of them 
were of any seriousness.

Lesser of the Red Cross, who arrived 
yesterday from Santiago de Cuba, on 
the United States transport Concho 
with 127 sick and wounded soldiers, 
speaking today regarding conditions 
on the transports, said: 

“Orders were received to supply the 
Concho with 1000 rations for 175 per- 
sons who were expected on board of 
her. Maj. Lagarde and Dr. Ireland 
went through the camp and selected 
175 convalescents and convalescent 
fever patients who were able to walk. 
In order to secure a return home, the 
men will frequently affect illness to 
such a degree that it may be often 
hard to determine whether one is sick 
or not. Medicines were supplied there- 
fore in quantity thought to be suffi- 
cient, but onm the eve of departure it 
was found the entire shipload, except- 
ing possibly twenty-five persons, were 
suffering from fever’ and bowel 
troubles, for which there proved to be 
an insufficient supply of medicines on 
board the ship. The rations put on 
board were therefore unfit to be served 
to the sick men. 

“The supply of water also was im- 
pure and unfit for use, having been 
taken aboard at Tampa early in May. 
The Concho has fifty-eight stateroom 
berths. Bunks were provided for the 
men between decks, but being devoid 
of mattresses and owing to the intense 
heat, were practically useless. The 
men could not live below. Many were 
compelled to stop on deck under awn- 
ings.”’

THORN DIES GAMBLY. 


PAYS THE PENALTY FOR THE 
KILLING OF GULDENSUPPE. 


Sing Sing the Scene of a Success- 
ful Electrocution—The Murderer 
Calm and Nervy to the End and 
Reconciled to His Fate. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. ] 

NEW YORK, Aug. 1.—Martin Thorn 
Was put to death in the prison at Sing 
Sing at 11:15 o’clock this morning for 
the murder of William Guldensuppe. 

Thorn sat up later last night than 
was his custom. He talked of his 
parents, his boyhood days in Germany 
and his wife’s parents in this country. 
He showed no nervousness, and when 
he threw himself on his cot it was but 
a few minutes until he was sound 
asleep. 

Warden Sage, who went ‘to Thorn’s 
cell early today, said of him: “Thorn 
told me he was not nervous and would 
die bravely. He said he was _ perfectly 
reconciled to his fate and that he had 
made peace with his God. He slept 
well and had no fear of death. There 
is not the slightest change in his ac- 
tions. He is the same cool man who 
came to the prison six months ago. 
His nerve is stronger than that of any 
other murderer who has been in the 
death house,”’ 

Thorn told one of his keepers that his 
only dread was the wait from the time 
he awoke until he was summoned to 
the chair. The condemned man received 
the last sacraments of the Roman 
Catholic Church. When summoned to 
the execution chair, Thorn showed no 
emotion, walked to it quickly, reepating 
prayers after the attending priest. 
There was no untoward incident in con- 
nection with the execution, and after 
the current had been turned on fifty- 
five seconds Thorn was dead.

PLANNING AN ATTACK. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

HONGKONG, August 1.—Letters re- 
ceived here from Cavite, dated July 
29, say Gen. Merritt is completing his 
operations to attack Manila, and that 
otherwise there is nothing doing. The 
blockade is strictly maintained, and 
no date has been fixed for the at- 
tack, though it probably will be made 
as soon as the remaining American 
troops arrive. The troops from San 
Francisco continue to enjoy good 
health. 

The Spaniards, it is further an- 
nounced, have determined to hold out 
until peace is proclaimed. Philippine 
insurgents, who are domiciled here, say 
that the inhabitants of the islands are 
confident that a. republic will be es- 
tablished there. 


COMPLICATIONS AHEAD. 


Aguinaldo’s Defiance of Ameri- 


cans Grows Stronger. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 

LONDON, Aug. 1.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] A dispatch to the “Times from 
Cavite, dated July 26, says: 

“It is becoming more apparent daily 
that there are serious complications 
ahead. The Americans never made a 
greater mistake than in bringing Agui- 
naldo and the insurgent leaders here 
and giving them arms and ammunition 
for free use from the Cavite arsenal. 
Aguinalde, fearing annexation by the 
Amer.cans, openly opposes them. 

“Bither he has been encouraged hy 
some foreign power, or he has a false 
notion of the strength of the Philippine 
revolutionists, failing to recognize 
that their recent successes are due to 
the concentration of the Spanish 
strength at Manila, consequent upon 
the presence of the Americans. Al- 
though he admits no foreign recogni- 
tion, he \talks of his govermment and 
dictates to the American authority in 
absurd and inflated terms. He has 
compelled the natives of the southern 
approreches to Manila to register their 
bullocks, ponies and conveyances, in- 
structing the owners not to supply 
them to the Americans for transpor- 
tation without his saction. 

‘Brig. - Gen. Anderson promptly 
adopted firm measures, warning Acuin- 
aldo that force would be used to im- 


press the means of transport, which 
were ultimately forthcoming. Ageuin- 
aldo’s attitude makes future opera- 


tions against Manila problematic. In 
my opinion, with the aid of the fleet 
the city might already have been Amer- 
ican. Nothing but the complications 
with the natives prevented an advance. 

“Aguinaldo’s forces encircle the city, 
making daily and nightly attacks. The 
Spaniards still hold the whole of the

troops are encamped. The remainder 
are at Cavite. Aguinaldo is under- 
stood to have objected to the advance 
of the Americans to ground captured 
by the insurgents, forgetting that his 
landing was effected by the grace of 
the Americans. 

“T am convineed that the Filipinos 
will never capture Manila unaided, and 
if the Americans withdraw, the fate of 
natives under Spanish rule, would be 
worse than before. The dispatch boat 
McCulloch now patrols between the 
neutral fleet and /Maniic, to prevent.

SIGNIFICANT MESSAGES.

AUGUSTI WILL SURRENDER.

LONDON, August 2.—A special from 
Hongkong to the Daily Mail, dated 
Augustl, says: 

“News has been received from Ma- 
nila that other American troops went 
to the assistance of the rebels who had 
been expelled from their trenches by 
the Spaniards. The latter retired be- 
fore the American advance. The 
rebels have been shelling Manila from 
four guns on the south of the city. 

“Admiral Dewey has received word 
from Capt.-Gen. Augusti that he is 
willing to surrender as soon as he can 
do -so honorably. It is believed he 
will only make a show of resistance. 
Dewey expects to take the city with- 
out losing a single man. Should 
Dewey and Merritt begin the attack, 
Auvgusti will propose to capitulate on 
these terms: The Spanish’ troops to 
march out with the honcers of war; the 
‘Oldiers and officials to be permitted to 
return om parole to Spain, and an as 
surance to be given that the lives and 
property of Spaniards will be protected 
from naval attack. 

“The Spanish officer who reported in 
Madrid the destruction of Cervera’s 
fleet, was treated as a_ traitor and 
threatened with death. While riding 
near Manila the other day Gen. Ander- 
son narrowly escaped being shot by the 
enemy.”

FIRE’S FATAL FURY. 


HOTEL GUESTS PERISH IN AN 
EARLY MORNING BLAZE. 


Three Killed and Fourteen Injured 
in an Attempt to Escape from a 
Borning Hotel—Escape Cut of 
by Flames—Many Jump to Earth 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. ]} 

CHICAGO, Aug. 1.—Three killed and 
fourteen injured is the record of a fire 
that broke out at 2:30 o'clock this 
morning in the Berwyn Hotel, Nos. 148- 
150 North State street. Starting in a 
bicycle repair shop adjoining the hote] 
the flames spread to the basement of 
the hostelry, and then making their 
way up both front and-rear Stairways, 
cut off escape to dozens of guests. Some 
in the panic which ensued, jumped to 
the sidewalk and sustained broken legs 
and arms; others waited in their 
apartments and were rescued, while 
most of the guests made their Way out 
of the building by means of a fire es- 
cape leading into an alley.

FRED SIEMEN, jumped from bed- 
room window, both wrists broken, and 
internally injured.

Representative Men of Europe 


Commend Our Acts. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. 
NEW YORK, Aug. 1.—-A dispatch to 
the World from Paris says: ‘Henri 
Brisson, the Premier of France, said 
to the World correspondent: 

“The course of the United States 
throughout the war with Spain has 
been noble. It has been a revelation 
to Europe. In my opinion when the 
American conditions of peace are 
known, the world will be astonished. I 
expect that the United States will take 
pride in showing greater moderation 
than any of the Old World powers 
would display under similar circum- 
stances, 

““Kurope has no right whatever to 
meddle in the negotiations. My gov- 
ernment, at least, will not attempt to 
dictate what the United States shall 
demand. Other powers may try to 
make Spain's loss as light as possible. 
but all such recommendations willl be 
regarded as friendly. I feel assured 
there will be no concerted action by 
Europe toward forcing upon the United 
States any settlement not fully satis- 
factory. I think the United States may 
be trusted to arrange the future of 
Cuba for the best.’ ”’ 

The World correspondent learns from 
the French Foreign Ministry that 
America’s reply to Spain's approaches 
must pass through the hands of the 
French Minister for Foreign Affairs, 
who will forward it to Madrid. But 
that reply is not expected before Tues- 
day. The correspondent learns further 
that an armistice is expected, but not 
until there is a reasonable prospect of 
a successful issue of the peace negotia- 
tions. 

Baron von 
Charge d'Affaires of the German Em- 
hassy at Paris, pooh poohs the idea of 
Germany having designs on the Philip- 
pines, “The Americans are excited at 
present,” he said, “and unnecessarily 
suspicious. The merest incident is mag- 
nified into an international complica- 
tion. Germany has withdrawn her 
ships, her subjects being now sure of 
American protection.’ The Baron re- 
fused to talk about the probable condi- 
tions of peace, beyond venturing the 
opinion that Spain will never  vield 
Porto Rico. 

Francoise Deloncle, a brother of the 
ill-fated captain of the steamship Bour- 
fFoene, connected with the Foreign 
Ministry under De Freycinet and Gam- 
betta, was interviewed as a represen- 
tative Frenchman of the Bourgeoise 
(thrifty) class and a typical politician. 
M. Deloncle said: ‘“‘The Americans have 
conducted a pacific war with modera- 
tion and humanity. The United States 
announced their object and went di- 
rectly after it, as they had a right to 
do. Gen. Shafter, instead ef destroy- 
ing Santiago, as Bismarck burned the 
towns of France, treated it in accord- 
ance with the modern diplomatic 
spirit, which now is as liberal in war 
as in peace. It is. a remarkable fact, 
wholly to the credit of the Americans, 
that so few lives have been expended in 
the war. Contrast this pacific spirit 
with the Germen attitude toward 
France in 1870.” 

PRESIDENT’S MBSSAGE.

They also Say that Gen. Otega is on 
the “way with reinforcements and that 
the main body of regulars is concen- 
trating at Albointo. A small skirmish 
recently occurred at Fortuna, between 
a few regulars who are foraging and 
the residents of the villege. Today 180 
volunteers, including fifteen officers, 
have signed the parple. 

At Guayamo, twenty-seven miles east 
of Ponce, 200 Spanish regulars, under 
instructions from the captain-general, 
seized the funds of the town. The 
residents resisted and Gen. Miles was 
appealed to for help.

HIS SHCOND CHANCE. 
fTASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT] 


NEW YORK, Aug. 1.—At the Greater 
New York Athletic Club, Coney Island, 
tonight Solly Smith, the featherweight 
champion of America, gave Tommy 
White, the clever Chicago man, a 
chance to box for the second time. The 
fact that the boys agreed to box under 
the one-arm-free system assured a very 
spirited contest. Smith was a slight 
favorite over White. 

Smith was the first featherweight to 
defeat Dixon at the limit of 122 pounds, 
and the articles of agreement expressly 
stipulated that the fight. which took 
piace in San Francisco, October 4, 1897, 
should be for the championship. Smith 
gained a decision over Dixon in twenty 
rounds. 

Smith is a fighter of the whirlwind 
type, a very hard hitter and able to 
take punishment. He defeated Willie 
Smith of England in eight rounds when 
that boxer was the accredited cham- 
pion of that country. He and White 
have met once before, the result being 
a draw after twenty rounds of hard 
fighting. White is admitted to be one 
of the most clever little fellows in the 
ring. He has to his credit a draw with 
George Dixon. 

THE “MILL.” 

Smith was the first to enter the ring, 
with his seconds, Jimmy Rose, Billy 
Selfridge, Johnny Connors and Jimmy 
Allen. Sam Fitzpatrick held the match 
for Smith. Tommy White got through 
the ropes at 11:20 o'clock. His handlers 
were Billy Madden,Gus Ruhlin, Charles 
Goft and Jack McAuliffe. 

The first round was featureless, but 
in thegsecond Smith swung a hard left 
that put White’s eye in mourning, and 
in the third jabbed his right to the 
eye, drawing blood, though he re- 
ceived several hard body blows in re- 
turn. 

In round four Smith sent a left to 
the head, folfowed by a right swing to 
the head, that sent White to the 
floor. Rounds five, six, seven and 
eight were full of lively sparring, but 
not important. In the ninth Solly 
again started blood from White's dam- 
aged eve. 

In round twelve, a left on the head 
brouzht Smith to his Knees. At the 
end of the thirteenth Smith's nose was 
bleeding freely. Some stiff blows were 
exchanged in the succeeding rounds, 
hut the fifteenth, sixteenth and seven- 
teenth rounds were tame. 

In the eighteenth White swung his 
left to the head and turned Solly 
around. Solly replied with a right 
hook on the kidneys. In the nine- 
teenth Solly rushed and got a stiff left 
in the mouth. When they came up 
again Solly was full of fight, and 
rushed again, some hot work being 
done in the mix-up. Solly rushed and 
White met him with a very stiff left 
on the mouth. 

Twentieth round—Solly rushed and 
jabbed a hard left on the face. He 
rushed again, and they clinched with- 


out striking a blow. Smith was full 
of fight. and sent another left to the 


face and White met him with a hard 
right on the face. White jabbed two 
lefts on the face. 

Twenty-first round+-Solly whipped 
his left hard on the ribs, and missed a 
right spring on the breakaway. White 
swung - left twice to the head at the 
end of this round 

Twenty-second round+They rushed to 
a clinch. and Smith brought his right 
on the face. The referee warned him 
not to repeat this. Solly jabbed a rig*at 
to the face, and they clinched. Smith 
swung a hard richt to the back of the 
neck.

RERLIN, Aug. 1.—In regard to Prince 
Bismarck’s testament, it is known that 
Friedrichsruhe, with the title of prince, 
descends to Count Herbert Bismarck, 
the eldest son; the family of Count von 
Rantzau, the Husband of Prince Bis- 
marck’s daughter, remaining there tem- 
porarily. Schoenhausen goes to Count 
William Bismarck, the second son. The 
late Prince’s money, which is estimated 
to amount to several million marks, a 
larger amount than was generally sup- 
posed, is divided among the three chil- 
dren and the young Rantzau. This 
money is partly in the Bank of Eng- 
land and partly in the Bleichroeder’s 
Bank. The decorations, diamonds and 
art objects, valued at about 1,000,000 
marks, are depesited at a Berlin jewel- 
er’s. 

Dr. Schweninger, the Prince's phy- 
sician, now says that the immediate 
cause of death was effusion of blood 
on the brain. The remains of the great 
Chancellor have been dressed in the 
uniform of the Halberstadt Cuirassiers. 
The enormous number of wreaths and 
other floral tributes have already ar- 
rived at Friedrichsruhe. So strict is the 
exclusion at the Schloss that Count 
Posodowski, the Minister of the In- 
terior, had to wait twenty minutes be- 
fore he was admitted. 

The Official » Reichsanzeiger, which 
appears today black bor- 
ders, publishes the telegram which 
Emperor William sent’ to Prince 
Herbert Bismarck. It is as fol- 
lows: “In deep sorrow, and sympa- 
thizing at the grief which has struck 
you all for your beloved great dead, I 
lament the loss of Germany's great son, 
whose faithful coéperation in the work 
of uniting the Fatherland won for him 
the lifelong friendship of my grand- 
father, resting in God, and the undying 
thanks of the whole German people for 
all time. I shall prepare a last abode 
for his remains in Berlin, in the Ca- 
thedral, by the side of my ancestors.”’ 

The Emperor has ordered the court to 
g0 into mourning for ten days, and has 
ordered the army to go into mourning 
for eight days. Prince Bismarck’s fina] 
written instructions, signed by himself- 
express his desire to be byried in a se- 
lected spot in the Sachsenswald, and 
concludes: “For an epitaph I wish: 

“*Prince von Bismarck, born April 1, 
1815; died —;' with the addition of 
‘A faithful German servant of Emperor 
William I.’ 

The ceremony of blessing Prince Bis- 
marck’s remains will be performed to- 
morrow, only the near relatives attend- 
ing. The coffin will then be eclosed and 
will remain in the castle until the 
mausoleum is completed, which will be 
in October next. 

Thus far Emperor William has. tele- 
graphed twice to Friedrichsruhe. The 
first dispatch, sent Sunday morning, 
was addressed to Count Frederick Bis- 
marck, end set forth in very cordial 
terms the merits of the late Prince and 
expresses His Majesty's undying grat- 
the deceased, who has been 
a model of the faithful performance of 
the duty. The Emperor also mentioned 
Prince Bismarck’s domestic life, “which 
has been his greatest joy.”’ and as- 
sures the family of his sincere sym- 
pathy. 

The second telegram begs for the 
family’s consent to bury the Prince's 
remains in the Charlottenburg Maus-

LOSS OF CATTLE. 


The Reports So Far Have Been 
Grently Exaggerated,

ports as to thousands of animals dying 
have been greatly exaggerated. The cat- 
tle are thin in many parts of ‘&.« gis.

water or feed. 

The stock of J. G. James is being 
watered by means of wells and pumps, 
and is in fairly good condition. The 
stock of Miller & Lux is in the best 
condition, being fed on alfalfa. 

On the Kings and lower San Joaquin 
rivers many head of stock are dying 
from swamp fever. This is caused by 
the animals drinking water from stag- 
nant pools. Several hundred ead, 
probably, have died in these sections. 
On the large ranches it looks as though 
cattle will get through the summer in 
fair condition. The smaller places may 
not do so well. 

Over 170,000 sheep have been driven 
from the national parks during the last 
few weeks. It is difficult to ascertain 
where these animals are to be pastured 
until the rains come.

VACAVILLE, Aug. 1.—The weather 
for the past week has been the hottest 
ever experienced in Vacaville, the tem- 
perature ranging from 100 to 118 deg.

A freight wreck in which two men wers 
killed and four or five were injured occurred 
on the Central Railroad near McPherson, 
Ga.. yesterday. A train bearing soldiers 
bound for camp at Lithim Springs was run 
into by a freight train. Both engines and 
trains were badly wrecked, the cars being 
piled one upon another. Bedies were torn 
in parts. and hands, arms and legs were 
found lying about. 


A eablegram from Havre says Rev. Prescott 
F. Jornegan, the vice-president and general 
manager of the Electolytic Marine Salts Com- 
pany, for whose arrest on the charge of ob- 
taining money on false pretenses a warrant 
was issued in Boston, July 30, arrived there 
by the French line steamer Navarre yester- 
day morning. He was not taken into custody, 
owing, it is said, to the lack of the necessary 
papers. but started for Paris by train with- 
out being interfered with. 


A special to the Denver Times from Lafay- 
ette. Golo., says the Mitchell coal mine, one 
of the largest properties of the Northern Ccal 
Company, resumed operations yesterday, after 
having laid idle for over three months on 
account of the strike. A guard of ten men 
is stationed at the property prepared to re- 
sist all attempts at interference from the 
union men. Up to noon everything had pro- 
gressed smoothly, but frem mutterines which 
could be heard on all sides it would appear 
that trouble is brewing. 


A dispatch from Port Arthur. Ont.. says 
the Mcses family of Iadians from Heron 
Ray, who are accused of a number of 
atrocious murders, have made a full con- 
fession of their crimes. Six years ago they 
murdered two men named David, father and 
son, and then, this crime being discovered 
by three Frenchmen, they killed them as 
well, taking their bodies out into Lake Su- 
perior in a boat and sinking them, by tying 
stones to the bodies. They have just been up 
for their first trial fer the crimes, the story 
ef which was told in evidence in detail by 
the sister of the murderers. 

Victor Emanuel, Count of Turin. has left 
for Chicago. Among the Count’s lugguge 
was a number cf gun cases and other arti- 
cles for the hunt, and it is understood that 
he will take a long hunting trip in the 
Rocky Mountains.

CHANGE IN SENTIMENT, 


GERMANS VEERING AROUND TO- 
WARD THE UNITED STATES, 


Their Sympathies Go to the Winning 
Side and Self-interest Does the 
Rest—The Attitude of Emperor 

- William, 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.} 

BERLIN, July 12.—Had any well- 
informed American resident of Ger- 
many been. asked six weeks ago how 
the Germans felt toward the United 
States as regards the war with Spain, 
he ,would have ‘unhesitatingly said 
they were against us from A to Z. That 
Statement would have been based not 
upon the hundred little daily insults 
and petty affronts to which Americans 
were subjected, but upon certain pro- 
nounced and positive facts. In the 
first place, the most intense jealousy 
exists against us because of the rapid 
development Of oir trade, which is 
crowding the German manufacturers 
even in their home markets. American 
steel rails, machinery, agricultura! im- 
plements, tools of all kinds, bicycles, 
typewriting machines and novelties 
sell cheaper in Berlin today than simi- 
lar articles of German make. 

Another very sore and tender sub- 
ject is the sugar question, the mention 
of which to most Germans is like wav- 
ing the proverbial red flag before an 
excited bull. There is also a feeling 
against the United States fostered by 
the agrarian party composed of the 
nobility and large land-owners; whose 
sons, son-in-laws and other male rela- 
tives are officers in the army or, of- 
fice-holders in the civil service, who 
have to be largely supported by their 
fathers. They are against us because 
the importation of American food stuffs 
depreciates the price of their own prod- 
ucts. lessens their incomes and makes 
it more difficult each year for them 
to properly maintain their uniforme- 
wearing relatives. Still another en- 
couragement to a hostile feeling ig 
the fear generally shared throughout 
continental Europe is that the growth 
and greatness of the American republic 
is a®menace to all monarchies. 

Although nothing has occurred to 
Change any of these facts, the ques- 
tion of German sympathy, in the pres- 
ent war, if propounded today, would re- 
quire a different answer. The Germans 
now want America to win, not out of 
sympathy, but out of self-interest. Per- 
sonally the kaiser wants to see us 
win. German sentiment is veering to 
the side of the United States for an- 
other reason because the United 
States is winning, in a big military na- 
tion, as in a big crowd or a big school, 
there is very little sympathy with the 
under dog. All considerations of inter- 
est and of admiration for sturdy fight- 
ing (which are of the greatest weight 
in Germany) lead the kaiser’s subjects 
to take a more favorable view of Amer- 
ican success than..they were disposed 
to hold some weeks ago. 

To the question in writing: “Will 
you tell me about the German attitude 
toward the United States in this war, 
and whether it is true that the Kaiser 
is hostile to American interests in the 
Far East,” a leading South German 
editor sends the following reply: 
“Your American press infers from arti- 
cles gathered from English and French 
sourches, so far as I can see, that the 
German papers are one and all on the 
side of Spain. This is not correct. 
Certainly one meets a pronounced 
sympathy for Spain, but only in very 
narrow-minded, conservative circles, 
composed of those who see in the at- 
tack of your great republic upon the 
Spanish -.monarchy a direct offense 
against ‘royalty by the grace of God.’ 
But this is a minority sentiment. Gen. 
erally speaking, we think much more 
practically here. Our Emperor said 
once in another connection, ‘Blood is 
thicker than water,’ and this senti- 
ment applies here, too, for how many 
and how close are the ties of race and 
family and community; how many the 
connections of a personal nature that 
lead from us across the water to your 
country. Especially is this the case of 
West and South Germany, for after the 
revolution of ’48 a vast percentage of 
the. residents crossed the Atlantic to 
the United States. It is a notable fact 
that in these sections the sentiment of 
sympathy for the United States is 
strongest. 

“In regard to the disposition of the 
Philippines, there is no very decided 
feeling for or against the United States. 
But we have latcly acquired a peculiar 
trait of becoming bidders when any 
part of the world is to be divided. In 
the past we have lost many opportu- 
nities. It is not likely that we will do 
so in the future. 

“Allow me in closing to call attention 
to a recent article in the officially-in- 
spired Rhenischer Kurier on this sub- 
ject of America and the Philippines: 

“By permanent settlement inm the 
Philippines the United States would 
some into the closest vicinity not only 
of Japan, but also of the interested 
great powers of Europe, namely Eng- 
land, Russia and Germany. The United 
States would thereby forfeit their 
boasted tradition of solitariness. Who- 
ever has neighbors must show some 
consideration, make some concessions 
and cannot always maintain the juve- 
nile and bold language with which 
even today the American republic as- 
tonishes European diplomacy and 
through which hesitating Spain was 
driven into the war. 

“There is one very important ques- 
tion to be asked—whether the members 
of the Kuropean-East Asiatic concert 
will allow admission into their own 
ood society to the American republic. 
For us Germans, if England and the 
Tnited States really bargain about the 
Philippines, the time will be most con- 
venient for correcting our colonial 
map. Whether it will be by the dis- 
missal of the American-English co- 
government in Samoa; whether by the 
giving back of Zanzibar, which was 
once exchanged for Heligoland, like a 
suit of clothes for a trouser’s button, 
«we will soon have interests to bring 
forward, which will be important in 
consideration of the Philippines. It is 
Aoubtful if the United States will read- 
ily permit a European judgment to be 
passed upon the settlement of the 
Philippine question, and elthough the 
young republic forced Spain into the 
war without right, she has the abso- 
lute right to be the sole judge in the 
settlement of-her case against Spain!’’ 

When the same question of German 
sentiment was submitted to a promi- 
nent Berlin manufacturer, who employs 
many hundred workmen in his facto- 
“les, he answered: “Over nine-tenths of 
our people share the Kaiser's opinion 
‘n his policy of the strictest neutrality. 
There is no sympathy in Germany for 
soor, priest-ridden and degenerate 
Spain, and our interests as well as our 
sympathy naturally tend toward the 
I"nited States. We cannot, on the other 
hand. shut our eyes to the fact that our 
American friends are waging an unjust 
war. We laugh at the pretext of a war 
for the sake of humanity. We know 
‘hat there would have been no rebellion 
n Cuba or that it would have been sup- 
oressed by Spain except for American 
‘ympathy and support.. It may go hard 
vith Spain in the end, but that is no 
‘usiness of ours, and the Emperor un- 
lerstands German interests too well to 
risk a single pfennig for the sake of 
ne side or the other. If he could im- 
cose peace on both combatants, no 


joubt he would, for peace is a pre@mi- 
nent German interest.” 

My third informant wears the Em- 
peror’s uniform, is of a high rank and 


of the privileged entourage of the inner 


hof or court circle. He said: “I do not 
think there are ten men in Germany to 
whom the Kaiser has expressed a per- 
sonal or political remark on this war 
between Spain and the republic. All 
that you read, and all that you hear on 
this subject must be believed only after 
a very great deal of deduction has, been 
made, for you can rest positive that the 
Emperor has not made a single utter- 
ance where it could possibly. find its 
way into publicity, This, however, is 
certain and sure,. His Majesty ‘is very 
fond of Americans. Hie shows on 
every occasion, and he has never made 
any attempt to conceal it. I know that 
at Kiel he made the most minute and 
technical examination of your. war- 
ships, that he was enthusiastic in their 
praise, and prodigal in his praises of 
your marine officers. and sailors. It is 
a well-known fact that your American 
navy has no better friend than our 
Kaiser, and. that his friendship dates 
from the visit of the fleet to Kiel. Be- 
sides the Royal family, I do not think 
His Majesty knows or cares for fifty 
people in all Spain. I am no ‘politiker’ 
and cannot tell you anything about the 
war or the Philippines.”

tives, while Spantsh shells were burst- 
ing near him. [t was a scene to laugh 
at now, but there could be nothing 
more serious then. It was a specially 
solemn moment for the writer, for he 
fell behind a mule that was tied to a 
tree at the right side of the house and 
began kicking viciously at the terri- 
fied crowd that had disturbed him. 
When the tremendous fight was over 
the writer made a thorough investiga- 


tion of the whole surroundings. The 
mule was peacefully eating grass 
around the tree absqlutely unhurt. 


Over thirty Spanish shells had fallen 
around him. ‘This is a wonder tIndeed,”’ 
exclaimed some one. A negro, who un- 
derstood the cause of our astonishment 
and seemed to be the owner of the 
mule, showed us with a triumphant air 
two seeds of cayajabos tied at the tail 
of his animal. 

Another incident in which a neque 
played a role happened two days ago at 
a camp fifty yards from the hospital 
of the First Division and some hundred 
yards from Gen. Shafter’s headquar- 
ters. After a ride of thirteen miles 
on horseback. under a burning sun, the 
writer stopped there and was courte- 
ously invited to dmner by a friend. 
While he was seated on the ground en- 
joying his meal the negro servant came 
trembling forward and said: 

“General, we are going to be killed 
if we don’t move from here.” 

“Why?” we all asked at once. 

“Because Don Miguel, the neque is 
encamped near us, on the other side of 
the hospital.” 

We laughed at the news to the great 
discomfiture of the negro, and after our 
meal we began a comfortable siesta in 
the hammocks. We were sound asleep 
when two detonations awoke us. A 
Mauser bullet went through our tents, 
opening two holes in the direction of 
the hospital. We jumped to our guns, 
and at the same time American soldiers 
poured from Gen. Shafters camp fir- 
ing at the trees and bushes at the gen- 
eral shout of “Spanish sharpshooters 
near!” The negro trembling behind 
the tent was rubbing his cayajabos 
seeds. In less than a minute over one 
hundred shots were sent among the 
cocoanut trees, but as no fire was re- 
turned, an officer crdered our soldiers 
to cease firing. A doctor came then 
from the hospital announcing that two 
of his nurses had been wounded by the 
first.two shots, supposed to be from 
the Spanish. 

Next morning the negro asked per- 
mission to go to the front and join 
the Cuban army. “I would rather be 
fighting the Spaniards,” he said, “than 
living here near the neque.” 

It is 2 bad thing for a man to be con- 
sidered a neque in Santiago. Nearly 
everybody shuns him and only en- 
lightened people, who do not heed the 
popular superstition, address a word 
to him. In war, among the troops, his 
position is unpleasant. It is better to 
be a Spaniard than a neque around 
Santiago.

She came on the train this morning 
from Washington with a full hand of 
papers from the.war department, and 
[ tell vou she’s going through with the 


outfit.’ 

A lady war correspondent! The idea 
was too comic. We could not believe 
it. But he led Us over to the hotel 
-ogister and showed us, written in the 
auick seraw!l of the ready writer: ‘“‘“Mrs. 
Piake Watkins, Toronto, Canada.” 

A lady war correspondent! We looked 
at one another in doubt and indigna- 
tion. After all. we said, there were 
limits to the sphere of woman’s use- 
fulness. What kind of a newspaper 
proprietor was it, anyhow, who would 
send a tenderly nurtured lady around 
amid the hardships and rigors, the 
bullets. and the yellow fever germs of 
a Cuban war? “For her own sake,”’ 
said the experienced war correspond- 
ent, solemnly, “this thine ought to be 
stopped right now.” “For her own 
sake’—the unnecessary us of the 
phrase rather betrayed us. For at the 
back of our minds, as we lay back on 
the cushioned lounges. sipping ice wa- 
ter, there was a feeling which we did 
not care to recognize, that we had a 
right to be a little indignant for our 


war correspondent—a tall, healthy, 
youngish lady, with a quiet, self-reliant 
manner and an alert, intelligent, €f- 
terprising lock. 
“And so,” we said, with just a proper 
teuch of patronage mixed with our poe 
liteness’, are thinking of gomg 
along to (tuba ‘with us?” 
“Oh, yes’’—this in a matter-of-fact, 
quite decided sort of way, and with the 
prettiest touch of the Irish brogue—she 
was going along wherever the army 
went, going to see\whatever there Was 
to be seen, and to hear whatever tune 
the band played. That @vas if they 
let her go’? To our thinking the ide@ 
was absurd, but we did not quite say 
so. “I know what you think,” she said; 
‘you think it ridiculous, my being here, 
you are laughing at my wanting togs; 
that’s the worst of being a woman. But 
just let me tell you. Im going through 
ro Guba, and not all the old generals in 
the army are going to stop me. I beat 
them in Washington, and I'll beat them 
here, whatever they say.’’ 

She told us how she had acted as spe- 
clal correspondent for her paper at the 
jubiiee, and had republished her articleg 
in book form, how she had been on 
many special missions in various parts 
of the world, had always had to cone 
tend with the almost insuperable diffi- 
culty of not Leing man-but—-had—al- 
Ways succeeded in surmounting it. She 
could not stop longer to taik with us 
now, she said, as‘she must go up and 
look at one of the camps, so as to get 
another article away by the evening 
mail. 

In the evening when we had recovered 
from our siesta, we saw the lady war 
correspondent again. She came in out 
of the sunshine a little dusty about tig 
boots and confessing to feeling @ little 
tired, but she came down from her room 


soon afterward looking as fresh and 
cool aS a watermelon. She had been 
round the camp, she said. It was 
very difficulr for her, being a woman, 


to get information, but she had seen @ 
good many people, she had picked wp 
one or two little things, she thought 
she would be able to make a goog 
story for her paper. 


“Of course,” she said, diffidently, “J 
can't do things like you boys, who 
know so mueh and have so much exe 
perience. I just have to be contented 


with litPle odds and ends. such as @ WO-~ 
man would notice. I couldn't see any 
of the drilling, it was such hard walke 
ing through that burning sand, and I 
haven't a horse, yet; but I happened 
on little story. It wouldn't have 
been worth your notice, but I have to 
make the best of little things. Theres 
a chambermaid in the hotel here whose 
husband is in the State regiment up 
there, and she had come down here so 
as to be near him. Poor woman! If 
felt so sorry for her. I met her there, 
not far from the camp, crying. She 
had not told her husband she was 
here, and &he Was afraid to go into the 


camp by herself. So I went with her 
to look for him.- 
“They are such decent, respectable 


people, and he seems such a nice, well 
educated young fellow; but he was out 
of work, and there was no food in the 
house; so he enlisted in desperation, 
and she beine so fond of him, took this 
situation to be near him. I thought he 
was going to faint when he saw her. it 
was quite a little seene. Poor fellow, 
he was so anxious about their little 
baby. He wanted to desert, you know, 
but what was there for them to do? 
He had no work to go to, and was only 
just recovering from an illness. Any- 
how, it made a silly little story for me 
—nothing in the grand style such as 
you boys write, but just the poor Wo- 
man's side of the war, don’t you see? 
And, after all, even war has its woe 
man’s side, hasn't it?’ ‘ 

In the evening, after supper, whem 
the band was playing on the veranda, 
and the customary conversazione wags 
in full swing, we observed that the 
lady war correspondent knew every- 
body worth knowing in about a quar- 
ter of an hour. We had introduced her 
to one or two staff officers at first. In 
a little while she was introducing us 
to generals and colonels. She talked 
to the Cuban ladies, and casually in- 
formed us that she had got an interest- 
ing statement of the personal experi- 
ence of one of them which she thought 
would throw a good deal of light on the 
Cuban question. We heard her talking 
to the Cubans—she was chattering 
away in fluent Spanish. There was @ 
French family with the Cubans. We 
heard her talking with them in French, 
Before the evening was out she gave 
us the full details of a most important 
little expedition which was to be sent 
in advance to Cuba with arms and 
stores for the insurgents—news which 
we had been unsuccessfully endeavor- 
ing to get for ourselves. Then she went 
oqff to her room to write. 

Netx morning, when we were waiting 
to go to breakfast, we met the lady 
War correspondent coming back from 
an early morning visit to the cavalry 
camp. She had had a splendid view, she 
said, of the first brigade cavalry drill 
that had been held in camp, and bad 
made a thorough investigation of the 
camp cooking arrangements and of the 
quality of food supplieds. She rather 
thought they would make a startling 
article “even from the potnt’ of view of 
you boys,”’ she said. Then she went on 
to say that she did hope we did nog€ 
think she was in the way, but thag 
knowing so little of war she would be 
thankful of any assistance we, out of 
our superior knowledge, could give her, 
There was a little pause and then the 
Chicago bustler voiced our sentiments: 

“Why, say,” he very respectfully re- 
marked. “I guess you don’t need any 
assistance in your business, There's no- 
hody in this outfit going to eat any 
soup off your hear, maam.” These sen- 
timents he elaborated when she had 
gone out into the sunshine again. “By 
gosh,"’ he said, “for a five-card draw 
she’s hot stuff. There's steam comes 
out of her boots all the time, and the 
whole Chicago fire brigade don’t put 
her out. The lady specials’ in the game 
with both feet. She's one of the boys.” 

We do not see very much of her exe 
cept at meal times. The rest of the day 
she is either bustling about the camps 
or the town or else bending over her 
desk in the ladies’ writing room. Every 
time the mail goes out it takes a bulky 
manuscript envelope of hers. Every 
time we meet her she tells us of some 
interesting little incident she has heard 
of or discovered or invented. 

There was the story she unearthed of 
the six bad men from the Kissimmee 
Valley, who had enlisted because they 
nad heard the Spaniards could not€ 
shoot, whereas the Sheriff's posse who 
were hunting them for stock lifting 
were all dead shots. There was the 
case she discovered of the two brothers 
from Georgia. One had graduated at 
West Point, had seen fifteen years’ 
hard service with the colors out West, 
and was still a lieutenant. The other 
had stayed at home, attended’ to his 
business, and had gone in for politics, 
When the war broke out he volunteered, 
and was created straightway an as- 
sistant adjutant-general, with the rank 
of captain, and his veteran brother, 
whenever he came to ask some absurd 
question of elementary soldiering, had 
to salute him. There Was the story 
of her's about the man from Kentucky 
whose two erandfathers, father; and 
three uncles were killed in the Mexican 
war. She never seemed to go anywhere 
without. seeing or nearing something 
interesting. 

“Guess it’s true what I told you.” 
said the cavalry officer, “this war core 
respondence is a Woman's work, oF 
else this Mrs. War Correspondent ig 
the brightest woman in the outfit.”

A WEALTHY NATION. 

The growth of the United States 
has been wonderful during the past 
fow years, and comparatively few 
Americans realize the fact that this 
country, today, is not only the 
wealthiest nation in the world, but 
that it possesses nearly 50 per cent, 
more wealth than Great Britain, which 
country is far ahead of any other na- 
tion outside of the United States. 

The great English statistician, Mun- 
hall, has compiled tables showing the 
wealth of the nations of the world in 
1895, as follows (pounds being con- 
verted into dollars at the rate of $5 
per pound: )

In annual earnings of the peonle the 
Wnited States is still further in the 
Bead. The earnings of ‘he peuple of 
the United States are estimated to be 
@imost half as great as those of all 
Europe combined. 

We scarcely realize what a great 
mation this is getting to be. 

In referring to the = rearkably 
strong financial! condition of the United 
States just now, an eastern financial 
paper finds the main reason for this 
in the exceedingly heavy shipments of 
wheat, and the unusually high prices 
obtained for wheat during the past few 
months. The country’s exports of 
Dbreadstuffs during the month of May 
mot only exceeded in value the high- 
water record for the spring end sum- 
mer season, but they were over &S.- 
900,000 greater than those for Decem- 
ber, 1891, which, since then, were the 


dargest ever reported in any single 


month in the history of the oation. 

In May, 1897, the exports aggregated 
$13,000,000, and, in 1896, $16,000,000, 
In May, 1898, the total was $38,000 000 
The exports for May were $11,000,000 

than for the preceding month 
of April. The exports for the eleven 
months ending with May show a to‘a! 
maiue of $116,000,000 more than for the 
Seorresponding months of 1837; $171.- 
900,000 more than for those of 1894, 
end $193,000,000 more than for those 
of 1£95. 

When we consider that this great 
imcrease in exports is by no means 
Sonfined to grain, we need scarcely seek 
further to understand why the United 
States today has a financial strength 
which makes it the envy of less fa- 
vored nations.

Grant of 
the City of Grief elected to represent 
the State of California in the United 
States Senate. Thanks, very much, 
but when the south wants a candidate 
from this end of the State, it will pick 
out the man, and he will neither be a 
tenderfoot nor @ man who hopes to 
boost himself into a lofty position on 
the strength of a great name. America 
has not been so successful with the 
sons of famous Americans, of late 
years, that it cares to try further ex-- 
periments in that direction before the 
scion has shown that he is made of 
the right sort of stuff. Southern Cali- 
fornia is ambitious to be represented 
in the upper house of Congress, but 
it demands that the representation 
shall be made by a man the size of 
the State, and not a mere political 
experiment. The Wave is sloshing in 
vain-if it hopes to float U. S. Grant 
into the United States Senate from the 
great State of California. 


BISMARCK. 

Germany’s man of “blood and iron,” 
the greatest figure in the modern his- 
tory of that nation, lies eternally 
asleep at Friedrichsruhe. Let us re- 
member his greatness and forget his 
smallness, for that he was small in 
some things has been indicated to us 
within a very few weeks past. 

That the Iron Chancellor was truly 
a great character not even his enemies 
ever presumed to deny. He was a man 
of wonderful. force, determination and 
aplomb. He impressed his virile na- 
ture upon the nation he so long dom- 
inated from the coign of vantage of a 
great office, and the German nation is 
a greater nation because he lived. 
Granted that he was opinionated and 
unbending, let it not be forgotten that 
he was just such a character as Ger- 
many needed at a critical time in her 
history. He had a@ personality that 
aroused antagonisms without number, 
but he moved ever forward upon his 
purposes with the resolute force and 
spirit of marching armies advancing 
to a height where the colors were en- 
dangered. He was not a man to be 
turned from a course he had inepped 
out, and he was a master of forceful 
diplomacy rather than of finesse. His 
place in the history of the world is as- 
sured, 

That he said recently some bitter 
things about America and Americans 
we should attribute to senility and ill 
health, for he has long been an in- 
valid, and the years had laid a heavy 
hand upon him. He should have known 
some things about this republic, doubt- 
less, better than he did, but to him 
there was no right but “the divine 
right of kings,”’ and so there was u 
bias in the mind of this great man 
Which we may charitably attribute to 
his environment. While Americans 
may regret that he failed to under- 
stand them or to give their country 
credit for its achievements and lofti- 
ness of purpose, they will not under- 
take to withhold from him the credit 
he earned as one of the greatest and 
most potential characters cf this great 
age. 

A Prince has fallen. A man is dead. 
The world goes on the same that it 
has ever gone, for no man counts in 
the mighty machinery of civilization, 
but Germany will forever treasure the 
name of Bismarck as a brilliant jewel 
in its coronet of names “that were not 
born to die.” 


THE UNITED STATES AND CANADA.

TEMPERANCE VERSUS PROHIBITION. 


heen developments in’ Norway, con- 
nected with the regulation of liquor 
traffic, which contain useful lessons 
for those who are trying to lessen the 
saloon evil in the United States. Thr 
Times has already referred, briefly, to 
the result of a radical change in the 
method of treating the liquor question 
which had been introduced in Nor- 
wey. The London Times recently 
summarized! a large amount of inter- 
esting, information regarding’ the 
work of the prohibition laws in that 
country. During nearly a quarter of 
a century, previous to 1894, the “Goth- 
enburg’’ system was in operation in 
Norway, and, on the whole, very suc- 
cessfully. While the sale of wine 
and beer was. permitted, the Sale of 
distilled liquors at retail was, under 
this system, prohibited in all the rural 
districts. In certain of the large 
cities, conipanies which were known 
as “Samlags”- were established, and a 
monopoly of the retail trade in spir- 
its was given to them, and they were 
held to strict compliance with very 
rigid restrictions; one chief end of 
the system being to destroy the profit 
of the business and thus to prevent 
the endeavor to extend the drinking 
habit. Under the law, the _ profits 
divisable by the “Samlags’’ were lim- 
ited to 5 per cent.; all additional 
profits were devoted to public objects. 
Under the Gothenburg plan there 
was an immense reduction in the 
number of places in which spirits were 
sold at retail. In Bergen, for instance, 
with a population of 60,000, there were 
only five such establishments, 
Drunkenness was greatly reduced, but 
it was not entirely abolished, and a 
movement in favor of securing total 
abstinence by prohibition was inaugu- 
rated. As a result, a law was passed 
which practically provided for local 
option in the towns in which “Sam- 
lags” existed, 
In the beginning, the prohibitionists 
carried everything with them. There 
was, however, soon a strong reaction, 
and out of eleven elections held re- 
cently, seven have been against pro- 
hibition. This change is said to be 
due entirely to the practical results 
of prohibition as compared with the 
Gothenburg system. The authorities 
agree that there has been a large in- 
crease in drunkenness, and in arrests 
for disorderly conduct. Illicit stills 
have been set up in back kitchens, 
and raw, fresh spirits drunk in large 
quantities, and with the worst possi- 
ble results. One of the most iamenta- 
ble facts connected with the situa- 
tion hes been the great increase in 
drunkenness among boys. Arrests 
for this offense increased in many 
places from 30 to 80 per cent. Ac- 
cording to one reputable Norwegian 
journal, “Illicit distillation of spirits 
is again reported from all parts of 
the country, after having been 
stamped out fifty years ago, and hay- 
ing been unknown all this while.” 
As Tue Trves has said, this ex- 
perience in Norway—an experience of 
which we have had some knowledge 
in this country—should serve as a 
useful lesson to those well-meaning, 
but often-mistaken people, who insist 
upon attempting the impracticable 
in dealing with the liquor question, 
and-reject all reasonable measures to 
regulate that which experience has 
shown cannot be abolished, 


DOING POLITICS BY CROOKED METHODS. 

In Tim TIMES of yesterday there ap- 
peared the details of the latest scheme 
to be hatched in San Francisco to do 
politics through devious ways. The 
Republicans of Southern California 
are not to be fooled by anything so 
transparent as all this, for they have 
met this class of plotters on other 
occasions, 

As for this end cf the State, while 
it is desirous of having one of its 
citizens to represent it in the Senate 
of the United States, we are beginning 
to wonder why there is an element in 
the north that seems to be so infernally 
solicitous :bout our affairs. What is 
there in all this for the big section of 
the commonwealth that lies north of 
the Tehachepi? Whose ox is being 
gored by Henry T. Gage, who is mak- 
ing such a masterful and vigorous 
campaign for the gubernatorial nom- 
ination? Where does the shoe pinch, 
anyway? ‘These are questions that 
Republicans of this end of the State 
are asking themselves and one an- 
other, but no answer comes drifting 
down from the northland or anywhere 
else. All is silent as the grave. There 
appears to be a hen on. 

There is so much of this sort of 
quietness that the people of this end 
of the State are becoming suspicious. 
They fear that the disinterested pa- 
trictism and loyalty of an element in 
the north toward the southern section 
is not so everlastingly disinterested 
as is made to appear. They talk glibly 
about a Senator from the south, when 
they are well aware that neither of 
the pronounced Senatorial candidates 
from Southern Californa have a ghost 
of a show for election to that high 
and honorable office. They know that 
if the north succeeds in securing a 
Goveruor that they will certainly be 
sure of that much, and counting upou 
the inherent weakness before the pcu- 
ple of the~two southern candidates, 
they are laying their wires to gobble 
up both offices, after the time-honored 
fashion. This, then, is the secret of 
the violent work that is being done 
in the north, ostensibly in the interesé 
of this section of the State, but the 
fraud is transparent; the ivfsinceriry 
of the movement is so plan that he 
who gallops may see that it is full of 
holes. 

The south is getting ready for the 
State campaign.. The Repubiicans are 
going to select delegates to the State 
convention who will represeat the 
wishes of the people, and there dele- 
gates are not to be hoodwinked hy

A SMALL BUT UNDESIRABLE CLASS. 

Under the significant. heading, 
“Warts on Commerce,” that bright and 
efficient mining newspaper, the Los 
Angeles Review, pays its respects to 
an unworthy class of ‘so-called busi- 
ness men, of which, unfortunately, Los 
Angeles, like all other cities, has a 
few, but all too many. The article is 
so telling and so timely 
TIMES prints it “for the good of the 
order.” Should’ it be effective in 
making the pessimistic croaker and 
commercial pullback see the errors of 
his ways and cause him to get out 
into the sunshine, the roast will not 
have been written in vain. It runs in 
this wise: 


“In all communities there are men 
who if dropped into their proper slot 
would be found in the non-liquet cat- 
egory. To them nothing is clear, ev- 
erything is undecided. Théy know 
not their own minds, know not even 
that they have a mind; they know 
only enough to cause them to be at 
all times miserable and discontented, 
wondering all the time why they do 


not succeed in business where others 
do. 


“These men are neither of the pes- 
Simistic nor optimistic order. They 
are what may be defined as commer- 
cial nondescripts. They are unfit for 
anything except in their feeble inef- 
gestual way to clog now and then the 
efforts of their enterprising 
neighbors. They have not the cau- 
tious perspicacity of the pessimist 
nor the buoyant, progressive spirit of 
the optimist; beings, simply, who, if 
born into the-world with an avoca- 
tion, have failed to discover it, warts 
on the body commercial—that, ad 
nothing more. 

“Yet these men style themselves 
‘business men,’ and if you are, willing 
to throw away half an hour’s good 
time they will tell you why ‘business 
is bad,’ why ‘money is scarce,’ why 
prices of some things are too high and 
prices of other things are too low, 
why—to cut it short—everything in 
this best of all possible worlds is go- 
ing to the devil. .: 

“Of such there are even in Los An- 
geles, but, thank goodness, they are 
an insignificant minority. Were 1 
otherwise what, it might be asked, 
would this rich, prosperous, growiag 
city of Los Angeles be today? The 
question could be easily answered and. 
this would be the answer: ‘Los An- 
geles would still be confined vithin 
the limits of Sonoratown, with the old 
Plaza as its extreme southern boun- 
dary.’ 

“In referring, as one will do at times, 
to this class of inoperatives, you will 
now and then hear it said: ‘They are 
a necessity.’ A necessity to what or 
for what? As well might it be said 
that a fifth wheel is a necessity to u 
four-wheel wagon. Their only uses 
are, like that of the fifth wheel, to 
be in the way, to be where they do 
no good, to be where they are noc 
wanted, and to be just everlastingly 
injecting themselves into the way of 
those who know their business; into 
the way of those who know the re- 
quirements of the city and country in 
which they live, and who also know 
that as the latter prosper so shall 
they reap their just proportion of such 
prosperity. 

“It is from such unclassed and un- 
classable ‘business’ men that you 
hear the remark: ‘What benefit is 
Southern California going to derive 


from the Transmississippi Expos!i- 
tion?’ To quote from the vocabulary 
of the newsboy, ‘wouldn't that just 
make you _ tired?’ What benefit is 


Southern California going to derive 
from that exposition? Go to, you 
wretched idiot! Go and get a gun- 
nery, cr what will be still better, go 
down to the Chamber of Commerce 
in this city and put the same question 
to the secretary of that institution, 
which has done s>9 much for the ad- 
vancement of Southern California, 
and you will, without doubt, receive 
such a reply as will astonish your 
weak commercial nerves. Ask, also, 
you unregenerate ‘back number’ of 
an industrial, ask him what the Chi- 
cago Exposition did for Southern Cali- 
fornia, ask him what the Atlanta Ex- 
position did for Southern Californta, 
and the chances are you will receive 
replies that will transfix your unre- 
generate industrial soul. 

“But it is unnecessary to devote more 
time to such warts on the body com- 
mercial. The few there are in Los 
Angeles are powerless for gcod or evil. 
And now let us pray they may never 
increase nor multiply.”

In the part of Dr. Rabon, Mr. Webster's 
work is delightful. The petulant, ec- 
centric scientist, with his Gaellic excit- 
ability end his unquenchable pluck and 
vivacity, is portrayed to the life. In his 
scenes with Washington Post, Mr. 
Webster shows himself a comedian of 
unusual ability, and there is a finish 
about all his work which fully justifies 
his reputation as a clever and telented 
all-around actor, and creates a desire 
to see him in other parts which will 
show more of his’ versatility and 
power. 

As Washington Post, the irrepressible 
reporter who gets a scoop on the North 
Pole, Hugo Toland is very nearly at his 
best, and that means something dis- 
tinctly satisfactory. Mr. Toland’s very 
best is seen in “A Man of the World,” 
but his ‘“‘Washington Post’’ comes 
pretty close to it. He is the incarna- 
tion of all the enterprise, irreverence 
and fun which is supposed to be char- 
acteristic of the American newspaper 
man, and his conception of the part is 
as crisp and breezy as the spirit of the 
western world in all its dauntless 
gayety. The contrasting of the French 
and American peculiarities in the two 
parts of Rabon and Post, is delicious. 
Stanley J. Ross, the new leading man, 
has hardly a fair chance to show his 
ability. The hero of a melodrama has 
to be so distressingly virtuous that 
his chief duty is to look handsome and 
utter moral sentiments in an impres- 
sive manner. Mr. Ross does all this 
very well, so well that he deserves a 
chance to be cheerfully wicked in some 
future play. John Nicholson has wick- 
edness enough in his part to stock the 
whole company. He simply revels in 
crime, encouraged by the denunciations 
of all the good people and the jubilant 
hisses of the gallery. Edmund Crane 
has a double part, that of the mur- 
dered millionaire in the first act, and 
the minor part of the captain later. In 
the first his work is emphatically good, 
the death scene being unusually strong, 
and the impersonation of a feeble old 
man a real bit of artistic acting. Frank 
Bacon, as the MTIrish_ sailor, is as 
quaintly funny as he is in all comedy 
roles, and creates a regret that this 
part is so short. George Osbourne, Jr., 
‘takes the part of Alexy, the Siberian 
Indian, and his representation of the 
character is much the finest thing he 
has done. It is a strong role excellently 
played. Miss Tidball is hardly heavy 
enough for the part of Helen Blaine, 
but her acting is spirited, especially in 
the third act. Miss Pursell, who is oneof 
the new members of the company. has 
a short and colorless role, but it is 
enough to introduce a very pretty and 
graceful girl who promises well for the 
future.

THE COUNTRY’S 


RALLY IN LOS ANGELES. 
Superintendent Foshay Returns 


\from the Fray in Triamph—How 

Los Angeles Was Chosen as the 
Convention City—Preparations to 
Receive the Vsitors. 


Superintendent of Schools J. A. Fo- 
shay came home from the East yester- 
day with the scalp of the National 
Educational Convention hanging at his 
belt. He was jubilant over the final 
triumph of the long-continued endeavor 
to have 
for holding the annual convention of 
the Educational Association next July. 
He and his helpers distributed tons of 
literature regarding Southern Califor- 


nia among the 25,000 delegates to the 


Washington convention, and the mis- 
sionary work done was of a charac- 
ter to swell the .ranks of those who 
come to California next summer. 

“There still remains a possibility of 
losing the convention,” said Superin- 
tendent Foshay yesterday afternoon. 
“Unless the railroads will make sat- 
istactory rates, the Executive Commit- 
tee of the association will not consider 
itself bound to hold the convention in 
Los Angeles. Portland made a strong 
battle to win the prize, and the North- 
eri Pacific and Canadian Pacific rail- 
roads are still hankering for the con- 
vention business. Unless the Southern 
Pacific and Santa Fé meet the rates 
which may be offered by the northern 
roads, we are not certain of retaining 
the convention. The Christian [n- 
deavor convention’ in San Francisco 
last year demonstrated conciusively the 
great profit to the railroads of offer- 
ing very greatly reduced rates, and I 
am sure there will be no trouble on that 
score. 

“The Executive Committee will get 
definite information in regard to the 
offers of the railroads, by October, prob- 
ably, as soon as it ‘is definitely set- 
tled, beyond the possibility of change, 
that the convention is to be held here, 
a local committee should be organized 
and the work begun of preparing to re- 
cieve our visitors. 

“It will probably not be necessary to 
have more than one, or perhaps two, 
general meetings. There were only two 
such meetings at the convention re- 
cently held in Washington. They were 
in a hall which held 10,000 people. It 
was almost impossible to hear the 
speakers. The meetings of the fourteen 
Sections into which’ the- convention 
was divided were held in—operahouses 
and churches, generally no larger than 
those of this city. We have ample ac- 
for all the section meet- 
ngs. 

“Hazard’s Pavilion is large 
enough for the general meetings It 
has been proposed to enlarge it before 
the convention, by building wings Or 
we might build a temporary convention 
hall. Here in California we need not 
fear hail or t‘,sunder or wind storms, as 
in the East, and it is easy on that 
account to build a perfectly satisfac- 
tory temporary structure. For instance, 
we might build a hall on the Tenth- 
street hotel site. 

“The Washington convention was a 
most inspiring gathering. Caelifornia 
has furnished an unprecedentedly large 
number of memberships to this associa- 
tion, and it is certain tat the visitors 
will be enthusiastically welcomed.”

TO OBTAIN POSSESSION. 


THE CITY SEEKS TO ENJOIN THE 


WATER CORPORATIONS, 


Asks That a Receiver Be Appo‘*nted 
and That Peaceable Possession 
Ne Surrendered of All Improve. 
ments Under the Contract of 
1868, 


Late yesterday afternoon yet an- 
other suit was begun by the city of 
Los Angeles against the Los Angeles 
City Water Company, the Crystal 
Springs Land and Water Company, the 
Kast Side Spring Water Company and 
S. G. Murphy. This action is brought 
to have a receiver appointed to take 
possession of all the property which 
constitute improvements within the 
meaning of the contract of July 1868. 
The facts in connection with the 
making of the original contract, the 
organization of the several water com- 
panies, and the enlargement and ex- 
tenston of the plant, all of which has 
been frequently exploited recently, are 
set out at length in the complaint 
filed by City Atorney W. E. Dunn 
and Lee & Seott, associate attorneys 
for the plaintiff. 

On June 13, 1898 the City Water Com- 
pany, acting on its own behalf and also 
for the East Side Company, furnishéd 
the city a list of all of the property 
claimed to constitute the water works 
and improvements referred to in whe 
original contract, Which property em- 
braces all of the water works and im- 
provements, excepting that portion of 
the water conduit extending from the 
northern boundary of the city ‘to the 
point of junction with the pipe line 
leading to the Bellevue Reservoir. At 
that time plaintiff and defendant agreed 
“iat there should be excluded from the 
property described certain portions, 
and with these exceptions the entire 
list make a part of the complaint and 
fills seven type-written sheets. 

In estimating the revenues from the 
sale of water furnished by the City 
Water Company, the receipts for the 
year preceding last February are given 
as $424,590.65, whereof $407,787.89 was 
for water rates, and $15,805 was for ser- 
vice connections, half of the latter be- 
ing alleged to be clear profit. It is 
also estimated that for the current year 
the receipts will not be less than $450,- 
oO. and that all revenues in excess of 
$75.000 is clear profit, and that the rea- 
sonable value of the use of the water

THE KOLM INSOLVENCY. 


Board of Trade Officials Examined 
in Contempt Proceedings. 
The very much entangled matter of 
Kolm Bros.’s insolvency was up before 
Judge Shaw yesterday in the contempt 
proceedings brought by L. C. Whitney, 
Esq., against Gregory Perkins, Jr., 
secretary of the Board of Trade, and 
Attorney Dunning, the legal advisor 
for that organization. 
The facts in the complicated case 
have already been published, but re- 
duced to their simplest form the facts 
which provoked the present proceed- 
ings were these: In the insolvency of 
Kolm Bros. Assignee Perkins fore- 
closed a mortgage belonging to Her- 
man Kolm, holding the money for the 
benefit of the creditors. But Herman 
Kolm applied to the court showing 
that he was not a partner of the firm 
at the time the debts were contracted, 
and so far as he was concerned, the 
insolvency proceedings were set aside. 
Before he had time to recover the 
money belonging to him that was in 
the hands of the assignee, the attorney 
for the Board of Trade began an at- 
tachment suit in the matter of Kolm 
Bros., and had the money held by Per- 
kins garnisheed. The latter then re- 
fused to make delivery of it to Herman 
Kolm, and the latter through Mr. 
Whitney, his attorney, .then began con- 
tempt proceedings on the theory that 
Messrs. Dunning and Perkins had 
conspired to tie up the money and 
prevent the due operation of the judg- 
ment in favor of Herman Kolm ren- 
dered by Judge Van Dyke. 
H. C. Dillon, Esq., represented the 
Board of Trade officials yesterday and 
first put Mr. Dunning upon the wit- 
ness stand. He stated that after judg- 
ment had been rendered against them 
by Judge Van Dyke some of the cred- 
itors of Kolm Bros, insisted upon ap- 
pealing the case to the Supreme Court, 
more particularly as new evidence had 
come to hand tending to show that 
Herman Kolm was actually a partner 
in the concern. The witness advised 
against that step being taken, for the 
difficulties in the way were great, and 
one creditor wes with Kolm in the 
matter. Upon their being urgent to 
proceed, he advised another proceed- 
ing altogether, and in pursuance of 
that plan M. A. Newmark, Bishop & 
Co., and Newmark Bros. assigned their 
claims to Mr. Dennis. The hearing of 
the assignee’s report was pending, and 
as soon as that was passed in court, 
witness stated that he notified the 
Sheriff, and the latter served the gar- 
nishee upon Perkins. Mr. Dunning de- 
nied emphaticalply that he had any 
conversation with Perkins about the 
matter, or acted in collusion with him, 
and maintained that he began the at- 
tachment suit because it seemed the 
most expeditious way in which to sat- 
isfy the claims of the creditors. 

Upon cross-examination Mr. Dun- 
ning conceded that in addition to be- 
ing attorney for the Board of Trade, he 
had acted as attorney for the assignee 
and represented him in court. Mr. 
Whitney asserted that when he called 
at the Board of Trade rooms witness 
had told him that if it could be agreed 
what the assignee was to get for fore- 
closing the mortgage and also attor- 
ney’s fees, that no further resistance 
would be made, and he asked witness 
if that was not so. 

Mr. Dillon obejcted to that question 
as it indicated a contempt of Mr. 
Whitney rather than the court. 

‘There is no question as to that,” 
interpolated Mr. Whitney. 

“IT agree,.”’ cheerfully acquiesced At- 
torney Dillon, bringing the belligerent 


retort from Mr. Whitney that so far as

A PROUD SPIRIT. 
A Young Criminal Doecsn’t Want His 
Spirit Broken. 
Harry McMenomy, the 19-year-old 
lad who committed a burglary at the 
house of Mrs. John FE. Meserve at 
Highland Park, and a few nights later 
raided the Newmark residence on 
South Grand avenue, is to go into re- 
tirement at San Quentin for ten years 
sure, and probably for much longer. 
Judge York was upon the bench yes- 
tcrday just long enough to make this 
young fellow’s future a certainty for 
at least that length of time. The case 
came up on the understanding that the 
defendant should plead guilty to the 
first offence, and if the maximum sen- 
tence was passed the second charge 
would be dismissed by the District At- 
torney. The court, however, would not 
consent to the submission being on 
such equivocal terms, and there Deputy 
District Attorney James intimated that 
he would not dismuss the second infor- 
mation until the ‘first one had been 
dealt with. Attorney Foley, who rep- 
resented the defendant, upon being 
asked if his client was ready to plead 
irrespective of the other cause, at first 
answered no, but thought better of it, 
and said there were no conditions. 
“T have nothing to say in view of the 
District Attorney’s remarks,” said 
counsel, “but would merely say the 
defendant is a boy of proud spirit, 
which if broken by a long term in 
prison will result in his coming out less 
of a man than he went in.” 
The proud spirited boy who endured 
two terms at the Whittier Reform 
School with equanimity stood with a 
placid look on his face. 
“T understand Mr. James that you in- 
sist on a sentence of fifteen years?’ 
inquired Judge York. 
“Yes, Sir,” was the response,” 
it’s inadequate.” 
Mr. James proceeded to tell how Mc- 
Menomy broke into the house at High- 
land Park. Mrs. Meserve was lying 
in bed with her little girl, and was 
awakened by a light being struck at 
the foot of her bed. The intruder then 
came to her side and clutching her by 
the throat compelled her to pull her 
watch from underneath her pillow, 
pull off her rings, and then arise and 
get what money she had on hand from 
the closet in the room, All this was 
done in the darkness, and while Mrs. 
Meserve’s throat was pressed hard and 
tight by the “high spirited boy,’ for 
whom Mr. Foley asked the leniency of 
the court. 
“If it is true that he did break into 
the house,” replied the court, “and with 
violence, then he ought to have been 
charged with robbery, and not burg- 
lary. In my judgment, however, that 
crime is almost as bad in enormity, for 
such a man not only takes his life in 
his hands, but runs the risk of com- 
mitting murder. The person in the 
house has the right to resist even to 
the taking of life. and he has no right 
to protect himself in any such way. 
“Yet I do not feel,” resumed the 
court after a pause, “that it would be 
right. without evidence as to the facts 
making the case especially atrocious, 
to sentence to the extent of the law. 
In pleading guilty” the defendant has 
saved the county considerable expense, 
and I think that ought to be considered. 
If the case had gone to trial, and the 
facts shown as stated, I don't think 
the maximum term of fifteen years 
unreasonable, but I take his age into 
consideration. and the fact that he may 
be reformed.” 
The court then sentenced the youth- 
ful defendant to ten years at San 
Quentin. 
The District Attorney regards this 
defendant as a particularly dangerous 
young criminal,\and inasmuch as he 
was sentenced to only ten years, which 
can he cut down to about seven years, 
Mr. James does not intend to dismiss 
the second information. If Attorney 
Foley* feels agrieved at this, the Dis- 
trict Attorney !s- willing to have the 
proceedings yesterday set aside, and let 
both cases go to trial. If properly 
charged for the Highland Park offence 


and 


—for robbery instead of burglary—and 


and judgment corrected. 

Yesterday Judge Allen was in the 
Courthouse just long enough to h°nd 
down a short opinion in the _ case, 
wherein he denies the motion, holding 
that the findings and judgment are 
from the intersection of Ceres and Cen- 
tral avenues, are equivalent to finding 
from the center line of intersection, 
and, in such cas, no correction is 
needed. As the avenue is a wide one 
the matter might he of importance. 

“The terms are definite and certain 
as to the point named,” says Judge 
Allen, but if, on the other hand, inter- 
section means the space between the 
side lines of the street, the proposed 
change in the findings would mate- 
rially change the point of commence- 
ment, and consequently affect the 
rights of the parties. The court re- 
fuses to correct the judgment as well 
upon the grounds that it needs no cor- 
rection as upon the further ground 
that defendant should not be heard to 
change the judgment so as to require 
plaintiff to use more of this track than 
he desires and against plaintiff's pro- 
test. If intersection means space, 
then the judgment gives to plaintiff a 
right to use the track from Third 
street to the space of intersection at 
Ceres avenue, and not across this 
space or any part of it. This is all 
plaintiff asked, and by his resistance 
of this motion it is all he desires. De- 
fendant should be content with the 
judgment as it stands.

WHAT MEN MUST ENDURE XY THE 
SANTIAGO JUNGLBS.

A Letter from an Officer in the Regu- 
lur Army, Describes the Suffer- 
ing of Our Brave Troops and Re- 


counts Their Brave Deeds.

This graphi¢ decount of .the difficul- 
ties and dangers encountered by the 
American army in Cuba. avas. sent by 
& captain in the Twenty-fitth Fegular 


Infantry in a letter*to his wife,” who 


resides at Long -Besch. 

“SANTIAGO, Cuba, June 380, 1898.— 
Have just gotten in from the. picket 
line with field glasses.. I had a fine 
view of Santiago, or so much of it as 
is above’ the bluff of the bay. The rain 
came down in torrents and everything 
was drenched, Our fine road.is a mire. 
Finally night came and the moon shone 
brightly and the panérama was grand. 
I could see everything right up to the 
city, and except the Cubans scouting 
through: the brush, in our front, not a 
living thing was ‘The long 
Spanish hospital, with seven Red Cross 
flags floating over it, was the only sign 
of life, not agun nor an earthwork 
was visible. The. blockhouse along the 
coast fell into our hands, yesterday, 
giving us possession of the railroad, 
from the landing to within two miles 
of us, greatly aiding the supply line. I 
hear the siege guns are going in position 
and when completed, a demand for sur- 
render will be made with formal notice: 
if not complied wit’a the guns will open 
the day following. The sun is terrible, 
and we hunt and stay in the shade 
every opportunity. We have just been 
issued seven days’ rations, officers as 
Well as men, but have no idea how we 
are going to carry them. There was 
considerable movement from the rear 
last night, of wagons, but do not know 
what they were doing up. We trust 


| there will be some decided gain by to- 


morrow. ‘There were only light show- 
ers until day before yesterday, since 
when the rain came in torrents. The 
country has no roads but what we 
make. I hear all this was a beautiful 
land with gardens and orchards three 
years ago, but the Spaniards have de- 
Stroyed everything and this jungle 
grown up. 

Surely Spanish rule and misrule are 
Synynomous. We ‘hear of mail service, 
and that there are sacks and sacks 
down at headquarters, but not a letter 
has been brought to tMe troops, since 
we left town. I will get an envelope 
and try and get this off as soon as pos- 
sible. 

I have seen men offering tén dollars 
in gold for a chew of tobacco, but 
were repulsed. 

July 5. We are one mile north of 
Santiago, and as you see by this, have 
not sent away our former mail, in fact 
i bave not seen the above letter for five 
days. It seems a month since I wrote, 
This has been a period for history, 
and I hope never again to witness such 
a scene, in fact, I hape there never 
will be another such. The conduct of 
our men has been heroic. History will 
not show anything that can compass 
it, but how many, many of our brave 
have been sacrificed. The respite I 
have for writing this is a truce, dur- 
ing which the non-combatants are 
leaving the city. One column is pass- 
ing right through our line and a sad 
sad spectacle it is. I scarcely know 
where to begin, but will tell you briefly 
of the events in my vicinity from the 
afternoon of June the 30th. At 4 p. m. 
we started and reached our bivouac 
that night at 11:30, only three miles 
distant, but such marching. We lay 
down in wet grass and undergrowth 
until next morning at 3, when we took 
up our line of march to the right ove® 
a narrow trail. At 6:40 the first gun 
boomed directly ahead of us. We were 
then the reserve brigade. On we went. 
the guns booming faster and faster, 
and a few minutes later that to me 
now horrible roar of musketry began, 

About10wehaltedina grove listening 
to this roar. We could not see a thing 
for the undergrowth and grass six feet 
high. I have not as yet seen a single 
Spanish soldier under arms. They 
are in the Strongest of works, care- 
fully laid out and perfected in the most 
modern maner. About 11 o'clock, we 
moved, first stripping for action. Soon 
we came in range of the bullets fiy- 
ing, but could still see nothing. We 
moved by the flank across this galling 
fire, five hundred yards on our left. We 
formed line, and the battle royal was 
on. Several regiments had already 
been before this veritable fortress and 
forced to retire. Scott, with the first 
battalion, moved forward, then Co. E 
of second battalion was sent in and for 
two long hours the most tremendous 
ritle fire was kept up, the line advanc- 
ing by inches. I, with the company 
in the rear about 150 yards, with some 
diffichity held the line. We were ex- 
posed to this flerce fire, which we could 
not return, Private Paine was shot 
a few feet from me, called out to me 
he was shot, and died immediately 
after. Several others were wounded 
and the line getting unnerved. At 
last 4 o’clock came and the order to 
advance, which was truly a relief. 
The roar, now, was beyond description. 
Up went a cheer and at 4:15 p. m. 
the first line charged the works and 
carried them, taking two officers and 
eleven men prisoners, and pouring 
deadly volleys into the ranks of the re- 
treating foe. The town was shortly 
ours, but alas, our loss was heavy. 
Poor McCorkle killed, bullet going in 
under right arm and came out the left 
side. He died instantly. Edwards, 


I do not know yet the number of 
casualties, but it was heavy. At sun- 
set our dead were collected on 
grassy knoll. The regiment formed in 
a column of masses, taps sounded, the 
colors and standard were lowered, all 
uncovered and marched past. It cer- 
tainly was an impressive scene, never 
to be forgotten. The rest of the work 
was done by our pioneer corps. We now 
took up our weary way to find our 
packs and get something to eat and 
water, which we had been out of all 
the day. None had had a mouthful 
for thirty hours. At 9 p. m. we ar- 
rived in the grove we had left in the 
afternoon, hunting out our packs and 
haversacks, and then had to send can- 
teens two miles for water. Scarcely 
had this been done when orders came 
to move at once on the road to San- 
tiago. Wearily we started at 9:20, and 
after being kept along this trai] for 
hours, we got out two miles and 
halted, where they issued rations and 
ammunition. This took nearly all the 
balance of the night. We finally lay 
down for ten minutes’ rest in wet grass, 
six feet high. Then we retraced our 
steps and get back to the place from 
which we started the night before at 7 
o'clock. The mules had carried the 
stores down, but they were packed back 
by poor tired men. It can be truly said 
of this campaign what Count Seguer 
said of the battle of Borodino: “It was 
the battle of brute force and the vic- 
tory of the soldiers, and not of the gen- 
erals.” At 7 in the morning we knew 
from the terrific firing and urgent call 
that we were wanted for work. When 
we arrived hefore the first line of 
works of the city it is needless to say 
the courage of all went up, when we 
found our line had carried them and 
our Old Glory proudly floating over all. 
On we pushed, extending to the right 
under a galling fire. and this time 
these flends were using’ explosive bu]- 
lets, Here we had several men wounded 
and one cut the gun sling right at my 
nose. We were moving in single file. 
We reached a place under the bluff, 
where the bullets passed over us, and 
here we rested a few minutes. We were 
now out of rane of fire for a while. At 


}and. also a ‘wounded man, 


Kinnison and Murdock were wounded. 


was beyond description for terrific 
grandeur. The fleet in the harbor 
opened with its big guns and the roar 
of musketry was terrific. When this 
had gone on for three-quarters of an 
heur we had quiet and rest. The next 
morning, July 3, we started again to 


the right and soon came under fire, 


mostly from men concealed in the trees. 
‘Finglly we got onto it and since then 
have fixed them. ‘They have been along 
the entire rqute and have the smokeless 

wder, the report so small you cannot 


Choate it.. The fiel@ hospital, three miles 
the rear, was! infested with these 


demons. This date they shot and killed 
a surgeon under the Red Cross flag, 
while the 
surgeon -was dréssing his wound. Now, 
what do you think of this civilized war- 
fare? A party of the Twenty-fourth 
Infantry. was organized and got five to 
whom no quarter was given. One fired 
at me five ‘times not more than 200 
yards away while I was laying out 
ground for the company to intrench. 
Several of the men were struck. At last 
the men found him in a hammock at 
the top of a tree and a volley fixed him. 
I have not ‘told you half, nor have I 
time or paper at present. I have not 
been able to change my clothing for 
weeks. Not one of our brigade have a 
change of clothing, nor have we laid on 
the ground for rest without being 
drenched for nearly two weeks. We not 
even had a chance to wash our hands 
for several days. The officers killed 
was appalling. I have with me one of 
the last class from West Point. Poor 
boy! On our tiresome march the night 
off the first, as we passed people of 
different regiments he would inquire for 
his classmates, and six out of seven he 
inquired for were among the killed. We 
have our trenches all dug now and are 
prepared .to resist anything that comes 
against us, and with losses such as 
may be due to carelessness. The thing 
we deplore most, all of us, is the lack 
of mail facilities. Will the good people 
at home wonder that they do not hear? 
We are all well and in good spirits.

FIRST BANKRUPTCY PROCEEDINGS. 


Workings of the New Uniform Fed- 
erai Law to Be Seen. 
Hereafter, beginning with yesterday, 
all petitions for voluntary bankruptcy 
must be filed with the United States 
courts, in accordance with the new 
law passed by Congress, providing for 
uniform bankruptcy regulations for the 
entire country. Not until yesterday 

were petitions allowed to be filed. 

The first petition under the new act 
in this district was filed yesterday by 
D. W. Potter, the dealer in upholster’s 
supplies, who has done business under 
the firm name of E. W. Potter & Co. 
The petition sets forth his assets at 
$1665, and his liabilities at $3825.42, the 
principal creditors being the Columbia 
Shade cloth Company of Chicago and 
Cc. W. Brennan & Co. of Cincinnati. 

The Supreme Court will not prescribe 
rules and forms for bankruptcy pro- 
ceedings until fall, so the local judges 
must arrange rules for their own 
courts. 

Williem D. Stevens was yesterday ap- 
pointed referee in bankruptcy for Los 
Angeles county, and his bonds fixed at 
$5000. His duties are to hear evidence, 
examine witnesses and refer his decis- 
ion to the judge for approval. His pay 
is dependent upon the number of cases, 
and is entirely a matter of fees.

. Rowe has been appointed referee. 
for Riverside county: and J. C. Russell 
for. Kings county, with headquarters 
at Hanford. Thirteen counties in all 
are in this district, and from time to 
time as they are needed other referees 
will be appointed.

CAMP MERRITT, July 29.—The as- 
surance of our departure with the next 
expedition has not affected the men of 
this regiment to any marked degree, 
for after suffering so many disap- 
pointments we have resolved to accept 
any report with the grace which be- 
comes a good soldier. This morning as 
the Tennessee regiment marched past 
cheering us on the strength of our 
bright prospects, we felt our spirits 
again rising and within ten days we 
expect to enjoy a realization of the 
hopes which have been so often shat- 
tered. 

Whatever the criticisms have lately 
been made in regard to the treatment 
accorded patients in this camp, can 
have no application to our staff of sur- 
geons or hospital corps. Maj. Choate 
and his assistants have been indefat- 
igable in their attentions not only in 
our regimental hospital but at the 
French and Marine _ hospitals. Our 
physicians are not supposed to treat 


patients in the city hospital, but’ Maj} 


Choate has of his own volition made 
daily visits which enable him to be 
familiar with the condition of every 
man.from this regiment.

This 
price hardly paid, so two yerrs ago a 
combination known as the Maine Sar- 
dine Company was formed. 

But it did-not take in enough of the 
factories, nor did those in keep their 
contract. Only 500,000 cases were 
packed, a decline of nearly one-third, 
and this shortage caused prices to go 
up. The combination went to pieces 
and prices went down again in 1897, 
This led to the formation of a new 
combine, backed mostly by English 
capital. It cost about $3,000,000 to get 
contro] of what was considered enough 
factories to fix a price which it was 
thought would be about $3.25 per case. 
A new law is in force, too, fixing the 
season from May 10 to November 10, 
and an inspeetor is appointed to try 
and compel the packers to put up bet- 
ter fish.

it will be a relief to people generally, as 
well as the police, if the crooks who have 
been keeping this sort of thing up for so 
many weeks could be caught or winged. A 
long story might be told of affrighted house- 
holds, sleepless women, nervous men and 
midnight calls for the police. If the wind 
blows a screen door ajar in Pasadena now. 
the householder thinks it’s a burglar and 
rushes to the telephone for the City Mar- 
shal. Marshal Lacy and his officers have 
been indefatigable in following up all the 
alarms, no matter how trivial, and the 
Marshal has put in almost twenty-four hours 
a day and repeat, frequently. The fact that 
the thieves have secured such small booty 
in each case does not make the situation 
any less irritating. 

The growing impression that the crooks 
are more experienced than -has hitherto 
been supposed was confirmed today by the 
finding of a part of a burglar’s kit, a very 
ingenious and well-recognized tool, on Sum- 
mit avenue today. by a newspaper carrier, 
The police have it. 

CITY COUNCIL MEETING. 

Municipal ownership of water was the chief 
question before the City Trustees today, 
and while they did not move so fast as'‘the 
Citizens’: Committee desired, the progress 
of the municipal waterworks campaign has 
not halted. The City Trustees have simply 
taken a few days to consider the matter 
before committing themselves to any course 
of action. 

The Citizens’ Committee presented a report 
setting forth that municipal ownership is 
advisable for these reasons: The present 
supply is inadequate and the rates are too 
high; the present water companies some- 
times conflict in management; more water 
should be developed on a scale of which the 
present companies are incapable; many citi- 
zens are in favor of the city’s acquiring the 
water supply; and municipal ownership has 
resulted favorably in other cities. The com- 
mittee offaged their assistance to the City 
Council inSbringing about the desired con- 
summation, and asked the passage of a res- 
olution by the Trustees, declaring that the 
welfare of the city required municipal own- 
ership, together with the appointment of a 
committee to bring it about. 

City Attorney Arthur advised the Trustees 
not to take such a step at present, but to 
first discuss it in the committee of the 
whole. This advice set the sparks flying. 
Members of the committee thought delay 
was unnecessary, as the matter had been 
so thoroughly discussed. Mr. Arthur said 
he did not wish to be understoo! as averse 
to municipal ownership. but he found him- 
self in a difficult position as attorney for 
the city and for a water company at the 
Same time. He hoped that before another 
meeting he would have severed his relations 
with one client or another, he did not know 
which. The springing of this question had 
forced him to take this step, or try to ride 
two horses at once. 

C. D. Daggett of the Citizens’ Committee 
took exception to Mr. Arthur's reference to 
the “‘springing of the question.” He said the 
eople and the press. had been talking about 
t for years, and everybody knows what has 
been going on publicly for weeks.

The City Attorney said the city might 
legally appropriate money for such a pur. 
pose, 

An ordinance regulating the cleanliness 
of places where game and poultry are killed 
was read for the first time, and an ordinance 
changing the time of meeting of the Trus- 
tees from Monday afternoons to Tuesday 
mornings had its first reading. 

The City Attorney was instructed to give 
attention to a strip of land on Cypress ave- 
nue, which never has been properly dedi- 
cated to the city. 

The matter of issuing sewer bonds was 
brought up again by a communication from 
the Oakland Bank of tap offering to 
purchase such bonds. This did not accord 
very well with the City Attorney’s recent 
opinion that a city issue of sewer bonds 
would not be considered good by investors 
on account of a flaw in the law. The Oak- 
land Bank had recently purchased $54,000 
of Santa Ana sewer bonds on the advice of 
their attorney. The Trustees took no action 
on the communication. It is evident, how- 
ever, that Pasadena would have no difficulty 
in floating a sewer-bond issue when banks 
are eager to buy them and more than will- 
ing to assume all legal and technical risks. 

LOOK AT YOUR TAX. 

After many weeks of hard work City Clerk 
Dyer and his assistants have completed the 
assessment books, which are now open to 
inspection at the Clerk’s office. Taxpayers 
are invited to examine the list and see how 
they like the figures set against their names. 
There are about three thousand taxpayers, 
large and small, in Pasadena. The assess: 
ment rolls will remain in the Clerk’s office 
this week, and then go to the City Trustees, 
who will sit next week as a board of equal- 
ization and consider all claims for abate.

ORANGE COUNTY. 


SUDDEN AND AGONIZING DEATH OF 
TWO BABY SISTERS. 


Suspicion That They Had Taken 
Peison by Accident—Examina- 
tion of Two Wood-choppers Ac- 
cused of Stamping Out a China- 
man’s Tecth—Candidates Abroad. 


SANTA ANA, Aug. 1.—[Regular Correspond- 
ence.] Within thirty-six hours, two children 
of F. R. Shunk of near Garden Grove have 
died of a peculiar ailment. On Friday after- 
noon one of the children, a little girl aged 4 
years, was stricken with severe pains in the 
stomach, lapsing in a few hours into uncon- 
sciousness. A physician was summoned im- 
mediately, but he could do nothing to relieve 
the sufferer, and after an illness of tweaty- 
four hours the little girl died in a spasm, af- 
ter suffering great agony. A few hours later 
another little girl, a year and a half old, was 
taken with the same complaint, and after be- 
ing sick for twenty-eight hours died just after 
her first spasm, as her sister had done. 

The physician who attended the sick chil- 
dren was unable to diagnose the disease, and 
the death of the children is attributed to dif- 
ferent causes, one idea being that it was 
from drinking water from an unused well 
which had been po soned by the rocts of euca- 
lyptus trees, or that the children had got hold 
of poison in some way. 

MURDEROUS ASSAULT. 

Jesus Melendrez and Cesario Rodriguez, the 
two Mexican woodchoppers who so terribly 
beat the Chinaman, Sam Lee, foreman of the 
Newland ranch, in the willows near Fountain 
Valley schoolhouse two weeks ago, were 
arraigned before Justice Freeman this morn- 
ing on a charge of assault to commit murder, 
each being held over for trial in the Superior 
Court in the sum of $1000 bail each, in de- 
fault of which they were returned to jail. 

A number of witnesses were examined, all 
agreeing in their statements that the two 
Mexicans had caught the Chinaman in the 
woods and, after hitting him over the head 
with the leaded quirt, tied his hands and led 
him to his cabin, where one or both of them 
cut bis queue off with a cleaver, beside cut- 
ting several gashes in his face and stamping 
his teeth out with the heels of their shoes. 
They stripped his clothing from his body and 
left him there. 

Sam’s precious queue was found several days 
after the assault in a heap of rubbish in the 
corner of his cabin, and was exhibited in 
court. It resembled a mass of clotted blood 
more than anything else. 

Rodriguez attempted to turn State’s evi- 
dence by stating to Deputy Sheriff Ulm that 
he had helped to tie the Chinaman’s hands, 
but that Melendrez hit him with the quirt 
and chopped his queue off with the cleaver. 

Both of the woodchoppers stated that the 
Chinaman shot at them as a beginning of the 
difficulty, but other witnesses testified to 
having heard them fire the shot from Sam's 
pistol, which was found in their possession 
with one empty chamber, some time after the 
trouble occurred. 

Juan Castro, another Mexican woodcutter, 
who seems to know more about the affair 
than he cares to tell, was placed in jail to 
from running away before the case 
s tried.

TORTURES OF ASTHMA DRIVE A 
COOK TO SUICIDE. 


Water Famine Threatened the City. 
Mayor and Council Contemplate 
Assuming Control of the Plant 
for Public Protectian—Attempted 
Water Developments, 


DIBGO, Aug. 1.—[Regular Corre- 
spondence.] A. J. Johnson, a Swedish cook, 
aged 45, jumped into the bay last ).ight 
at 9:30 o’clock and drownéd him<elf. Though 
discovered soon afterward he was iov fur 
gone to be resuscitated. The man was a 
Sreat sufferer from asthma, and it is 
thought that this drove him to suicide, 

Johnson came here three weeks ufko from 
Phoenix, Ariz. He spent most of his time at 
different saloons, and said he was looking 
for a chance to ship as cook 9n a rea-poing 
vessel. Last evening he spent some time at 
the First and Last Chance saloon, et the 
foot of Fifth street, and then walked out 
upon the steamship wharf. He was seen 
there at 9 o'clock by a member of the 
Pinta’s crew. A little later a young man 
walking with his girl on the wharf, 
heard a peculiar noise, and looking over 
saw a man’s head in the water. Getting 
help from the Pinta’'s crew the man was res- 
cued. Clarence Webb, a Naval Keserve vol- 
unteer, swam out to the man, placed a 
rope about him, and he was towed to the 
wharf, where for half an hour the Pinta’s 
crew tried to revive him. Then Dr. Goch- 
enauer was called and he worked also a 
long time, without avail. 

An inquest was held today at Avhich it 
appeared that Johnson committed suicide to 
escape the tortures of asthma. He left no 
relations, so far as known. 

CITY WATER QUESTION. 

For some weeks past there lhas been a 
serious shortage in the city water supply. 
This has been caused by the very dry sea- 
son, and partly, it is alleged, through the 
failure of the water company to develop 
water in the river. The City VCounsil has 
had the matter under consideration for 
some time, and now Mayor Reed has taken 
it up. He stated in an interview in yester- 
day’s Union that the state of affairs was 
such that the city would have to take the 
thing in its own hands. He proposed,, he 
said, to take steps immediately toward the 
taking over of the water plant by the city 
in order to protect citizen8. Some sugges- 
tion has been made to declare the water 
company’s franchise forfeited, but this will 
probably not be done. There is very little 
water on the upper levels, and Muyor Reed 
alleges that the water company has been 
surreptitiously circulating a petition among 
residents there asking the Council to pass 
an ordinance authorizing the water com- 
pany to shut off the supply in the heart of 
the city during a part of the day vo divert 
it to the suburbs. The object of this, ac- 
cording to the Mayor, is to secure from the 
Council authority to withdraw the supply 
and still collect full rates for fire hydrant 
rental, even though the water rressure re- 
quired by ordinance is not maintained. 

The water company, on its part, has been 
doing some work in El Cajon Valley, driving 
wells and pumping from the river. The 
company claims that this city is no more 
unfortunate than other Southern California 
towns, the dry year having caused a short- 
age all along the line. It is likely that 
the Council will take some decisive steps 
tonight. Mayor Reed has esked City Attor- 
ney Doolittle to furnish him advice on the 
manner of procedure. in taking over the 
water company’s plant.

Whittier Escape Arrested as a Bur- 
glar and Horse Thief. 


VENTURA, Aug. 1.—[Regular Correspond- 
ence.] Sheriff Paul Charlebois returned from 
Santa Ynez, Santa Barbara county, last night, 
with one Rodgers, an alleged escape from the 
Whittier Reform School, who is wanted here 
to answer to the charge of robbing the home 
of Ed Gardner near Saticoy and stealing a 
valuable mare from Walter Johnson of this 
city. Rodgers is a young man about six feet 
tall and about 20 years old. He is a native 
of Texas and of the cowboy style. According 
to Sheriff Charlebois, Rodgers was sent to 
the Whittier State School about four months 
ago from Santa Ana. for cattle stealing 
Rodgers states that he escaped from Whittier 
about a week ago, going to Fullerton, where 
he stole a horse and saddle.

He first 
passed through Saticoy Friday evening, stop- 
ping at the residence of Ed Gardiner, where 
he made way with two gold rings, a solid gold 
chain, a pair of diamond earrings and an 
overcoat. He next visited the Steele ranch, a 
short distance beyond, where he discarded 
the original saddle and bridle for a better 
saddle, bridle and spurs. Reaching Ventura 
about midnight, he took a valuable gray mare 
belonging to Walter Johnson. He left imme- 
diately for Santa Barbara, passing through 
during the night. He kept on going, but 
missed the county road and took a mountain 
trail jeading over the Santa Ynez Mountains. 

The Sheriff here left Saturday morning for 
Santa Barbara, from which point an interest- 
ing chase commenc He met Deputy Sheriff 
de la Questa of Santa Barbara on the road 
about two miles from Santa Barbara. -He 
turned back to go with Charlebois. They drove 
five miles up the cafion, and then took the 
te il over the mountains. It was now Satur- 
cay night and they had to walk. They went 
over the mountains a distance of twelve miles 
and at the foot of the trail Charlebois dis- 
covered Rodgers, sound asleep beside his sad- 
die and bridle. The mare was loose. It was 
then 2 o'clock Sunday morning. The prisoner 
was taken to Santa Ynez, a distance of one 
mile, and placed in jail. He was brought to 
Ventura last night. Rodgers offered no re- 
sistance, as he was completely tired out. 
However, he first denied having stolen any- 
thing whatever.

WAR HARMFUL INSECT 
PESTS IN ORCHARDS. 
— 


The Horticultaral Commission Ré& 
ports on lts Work—Preparations 
to Thoroughly Fumigate Infected 
Trees—Voters Excited Over the 
Political Situation. 


SAN BERNARDINO, Aug. 1.—[Regular 
Correspondence.] The County Board of Su- 
pervisors today devoted most of its time 
to auditing bills. Bids were »spened for asp- 
plying the county with thirty-six 12%4-foot 
bell tents for fumigating purposes. The bids 
were made subject to specifications drawn 
up by the Horticultural, Commission. Con- 
tract was awarded to C. W. Foy at $10.60 
per tent. 


The report of County Treasurer Reeves 
shows that there was $98,417.58 to the credit 
of the county in the treasury today, consist- 
ing of $3559 in gold, $595.22 in silver, $91 in 
currency and $94,181.26 in bank check de- 
posits. The ¢ash on hand July 5 was $94,- 
975,64, 

The report of the Horticultural commny 
sion shows the July expenses to have been 
$386.50, divided up as follows: Salaries of 
commissioners, $208; salaries of inspectors, 
$292.60; labor, $22.50; miscellaneous, $63.40. 
Following is a summary of the report as 
prepared by S. A. Pease chairman of the 
commission: Preparations have been going 
on during the past month for an active 
fumigating season. The old tents are being 
overhauled, some to be mended or painted. 
A new feature is being introduced in the 
shape of a rotary sewing machine, to be 
used in the fleld, which, it is: anticipated 
will expedite work, and thus obviate the use 
of glue in patching tents. ‘Comparison of 
the work of the past season,’’ the report 
says, ‘‘with the contract work shows em- 
phatically in our favor. Probably 150 acres 
were fumigated by two contract outfits in 
the county, and it is probable that today 
not one tree in the lot is free from black 
scale. Some are very badly infested. This 
shows conclusively the absolute necessity of 
having the work done by methods which 
abolish the incentive to use old chemicals, 
or shorten the time of keeping the tents on 
the trees for the purpose of increasing the 
profit to individuals.’’ Vedalia have beet 
supplied for some orchards infested with 
white scale, and a few orchards have been 
found to be infested with red and other 
scale. -Notwithstanding the commonly-ac- 
cepted theory that black scale succumbs to 
excessive heat, the season thus far has 
proven very favorable to them, and they are 


found in many places heretofore exempt. 


The commission will have some of the 
fumigating outfits at work not later than 
August 10. About nine hundred acres have 
already been listed voluntarily for fumiga- 


tion.

TERMINAL ISLAND, Aug 1.—[Regular 
Correspondence.]

At about 5 p.m., two 
hours after the finish of the yacht race, 
some of the men more or less directly in- 
terested in the results of the race, came to- 
gether in the Terminal Bar saloon and a 
quarrel over the question as to whom the 
winners should have been arose.

STATE DELEGATES. 


THE METHOD OF BLECTING THEM 
FINALLY DETERMINED. 


Republican County Central Commit- 
tee Adopts the Plan Prepared by 
the Eexeeutive Committee—Cau- 
cuses to Be Held Aug. 9 and 
Primaries Aug. 135. 


The Republican County Central Com- 
mittee met yesterday morning at Con- 
cordia Hall to decide wpon the method 
of electing delegates to the State con- 
vention.

the combined nominations of all the 
voting districts in an Assembly District 
will make the caucus ticket for that 
Assembly District. This ticket will be 
printed and will be sent at once to the 
committeeman in whose precinct each 
voting place is located, and he must 
place the tickets in a conspicuous place, 
easily accessible to all Republican 
voters, 

The primaries will be held on August 
153, from 7 a. m. to 7 p. m. 

The voting places in the various 
voting districts, and the names of the 


election officers, will be found in the 
call for the primaries which will be 
published tomorrow.

trict should choose their delegates in 
such manner as they saw fit. The 
amendment received scant considera- 
tion, however, and on the motion to 
adopt the original report the vote was 
unanimous in the affirmative. 

After arranging some minor details 
the committee then adjourned until 1:30 
pm. The afternoon session was chiefly 
occupied in agreeing wpon the polling 
place in each voting district and the 
Various election officers. A resolution 
was adopted imposing an assessment of 
$2 upon each caucus nominee, to defray 
the expenses incident to the election of 
the delegates. 

The committee finally adjourned to 
meet again on August 16, when the eal) 
for the county convention will be is- 
sued. It is expected that the conven- 


tion will be held between September 1 
and 10,
